JERUSALEM 


Throughout Israel there is satisfaction at Syria’s successful revolt 
against Nasser, Since his arms deal with Russia in 1956, the Egyptian 
leader has been regarded by Israelis as the greatest threat, not only 
to the security of the Jewish State but to the sovereignty of the Arab 
counitrics, because of his desire to make himself master of the Moslem 


world. 


Israclis saw the creation of the United Arab Republic as 


the first step in the realisation of Nasser’s aims. 

Syria’s shattering blow to Nasser’s prestige may, it is hoped here, 
affect the attitude towards him of the Afro-Asian States. Particularly 
in Africa, Israel and Egypt have been competing for the friendship 
of the newly created nations. There has been much concern in Israel 
at Nasser’s successes in Africa. Now there is good reason for hoping 
that the African States will reconsider their pro-Egyptian policies. 

The Western Powers, too, may be forced to think again. Recently 
they have been wooing Nasser, in the belief that he was a man of 
power who would retain his authority.

UNEARTHED

HaAIra 

The remains of an ancient Jewish 
city, dating back 3.000 years to the 
time of King David. has been 
unearthed near Kibbutz Fin Gev on 
the eastern shore of Lake Tiberias. 

The expedition conducting the 
excavations is led by Professor Ben- 
jamin Mavsar. the former President 
of the Hebrew University and one of 
Israel's most prominent archeologists. 
The team discovered the remains 
slightly to the west of the Byzantine 
city of Susita 

A wealth of ancient jugs and pots 
bearing Hebrew ‘inscriptions has been 
found, together with religious appur- 
tenances and fishing veut belonging 
to the same period

It has even 
been suggested that the Syrians 
might create trouble on the border 
as an answer to Nasser’s claim that 
the Syrian revolt had made Israc! 
happy. 

It says much for the changed 
atmosphere in Israel that the news 
of the revolt was received with so 
little excitement. Mr. Ben-Gurion 
was at Sde Boker at the time but 
he decided to fulfil his tong- 
Standing engagements for that day. 
He spent three hours only a mile 
or two trom the Syrian border 
not watching army movements but 
attending the “ Barmitzvah” cele- 
bration of Kfar Hanassi, the British 
settlement. 


EGYPTIAN RUSE 
FAILED 


Damascus radio has claimed that 
an Egyptian commander ordered 
Damascus to be shelled at the start 
of the Syrian revolt—and told Syrian 
soldiers that: the capital was occupied 
by Israch troops. 

Ihe Syrian soldiers did not believe 
this and told their officers. who noti- 
lied the semor Syrian commander and 
arrested all Egyptian officers the 
officers also removed the shells from 
guns which were ready for action 

In another broadcast. Damascus 
radio told the people of Egypt that 
the Syrians were waiting for them to 
liberate themselves. 


Precarious unity in France

PARIs 

Political and non-political Zionists 
in France have .greed to merge into 
a single organisation on an equal 
basis following discussions im Paris 
last week. when Dr. Nahum Gold- 
mann. Mr. Moshe Sharett. and Dr 
Vidal Modiano met leaders of the 
non-political group Ihe meeting 
was altended b\ members of the 
Zionist Federation and the recently 
formed “ Friends of Israel” Associa- 
tion A draft constitution was 
adopted 

Leaders of the Zionist Federation 
will meet non-political Zionists this 
week-end to nominate 15. members 
to serve on the joint committee. Dr, 
Modiane. who is the President of 
Crif, will preside. Pressure by Dr. 
Goldmann and Mr. Sharett have suc- 
ceeded in restormg a precarious unity 
in French Zionism, 

Elections are to be held in the 


autumn of next year. Superficially, 
the rift which was created in June. 
when Zionist political parties refused 
fo accept proposals made by Dr. 
Goxumann, has now been healed. 
Achdut Avoda, the Revisionists. 
Mizrachi. and North African Zionists 
opposed Dr. Goldmann's plans at a 


recent mecting. But the majority. 
represented by Mapai, the General 
fionmists, the Progressives. and 


Mapam. favoured Dr. Goldmann’s 
programme. 

Dr. Goldmann said that the new 
organisation would revive Zionism in 
France, and would enable both politi- 
cal and non-political Zionists to work 
for Isracl. He appealed to delegates 
to compromise in order to work in 
unity for the sake of Israel. 

But since the meeting the “ Friends 
of israc!” Association has held a 
separate meeting to work out a mem- 
bership campaign, This is regarded 
as the start of a new. rift within 
French Zionism. There are also signs 
that the non-political group are not 
co-operating with political Zionists,

It should be’ noted that no official 
Statement on the present situation 
has been made by any Jewish 
organisation. 


DR. GOLDMANN’S 
TALKS

Paris 

The fate of Algerian Jewry is the 
main preoccupation of Jewish circles 
here. 

Dr. Nahum Goldmann, it its 
expected, will in the near future have 
a new series of meetings with high 
French officials responsible for policy 
in Algeria. He may also meet M. 
Louis Joxe, Minister for Algerian 
Affairs in the French Cabinet. 

A promise “not to hold the 
Europeans and. Jews to whom we 
have decided to offer a place in 
tomorrow's Algeria responsible for 
the crimes of some persons.” is made 
in an editorial of “El Moudjahid.” 
the mouthpiece of F.L.N., published 
in Tunis. 

Ihe editorial adds: “All Algerians, 
all citizens, will be assured individual 
and public liberties of conscience, 
thought. and expression. The free 
exercise of all religions will be 
guaranteed. Discrimination based 
on race, religion, or sex will. be 
outlawed,” 

A Jew is to be appointed to a 
provisional Algerian Executive of 
twelve members. it is learned from 
rcliable sources here. The Minister 
for Algerian Affairs, M. Louis Joxe, 
is to appoint nine Moslems and three 
Europeans to the Executive.

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


A DIVINE AUTHOR 


This is the book of the genera- 
tions of man (Genesis v, 1). 


NCE again we have begun 
() to read those early chap- 

ters of Genesis which des- 
cribe the birth of the world and 
the human race. The more we 
read these stories in maturing 
years the stronger grows the con- 
viction that they are no mere 
folk-tales or myths. From first 
page to last the Bible is a moral 
handbook for man’s guidance in 
his pilgrimage on earth. 


The world, it teaches, is not the 
product of blind chance; there 
was a Divine Author who set it 
in motion. The crown and cul- 
minating point of that creation 
was man, in whose breast a spark 
of the Divine was planted. “ The 
book of the generations of man,” 
by recording this great fact, places 
before him in unmistakable 
fashion the privileged position he 
holds in this world of space and 
time, and the moral responsibili- 
ties which such a concept carries 


UT man is a composite creature. 

Created in the image of God, 
capable of thought and reason, 
possessing, too, an unconquerable 
yearning for righteousness that 
never dies in his soul, he is yet 
also a creature of the earth with 
the drives and impulses that 
govern. the lower orders of 
creation. In the dramatic conflict 
that.is eternally waged between 
these opposite poles of his nature, 
he is given in the Torah the 
encouragement and the inspiration 
to believe that good can-—if he so 
wills it—prevail. 

Having received’ his  punish- 
ment, man is. not. eternally 
pursued by the burden of his sin. 
The earth still remains his to rule, 
but first he must learn to rule 
over himself. God's warning to 
Cain applies to every man: “ For 
sin coucheth at the door, and 


unto thee is its desire, but thou 
shouldst rule over it.” 

This lesson man must absorb 
and make his own, even as he 
prepares to venture off this planet 
to look for new worlds to conquer. 
First he must conquer the Olam 
Katan, the small, but infinitely 
troublesome world that is within 
man himself. For what gain can 
he derive from his outward thrust 
into space, if he has not yet 
learnt to comport himself peace- 
fully on mother earth? What 
gain, if he transplants into these 
new worlds the seeds of hate and 
conflict that bedevil and endanger 


the smal} planet we already 
inhabit ? 
“This is the book of the 


generations of man.” It is the 
chronicle of man’s pilgrimage in 
the world of time. It is not in 
the timeless innocence of the 
Garden of Eden that human his- 
tory is made, but out in this 
world, with its hazards, its diffi- 
culties, and its temptations. In 
his striving to overcome them, the 
true moral force of man, created 
in the image of God, is revealed

VOICE OF JUDAISM ON RADIO 
AND TELEVISION 


Representations by A.J.A. 


Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


Efforts are being made by the 
Anglo-Jewish Association to secure 
from both the BBC. and ITV 
greater opportunities for the presenta- 
tion of the Jewish point of view on 
important moral and social issues. 

The authentic voice of Judaism 
Was not adequately represented, and 
was not often heard, on either of 
these two mass media, Mr. Bruno 
Marmorstein. Chairman of the Cul- 
tural Affairs Sub-Committee. told the 
A.J.A, Council at its meeting in 
London last week. 

This Committee was formed last 
April to deal with the social and 
cultural life of Anglo-Jewry and its 
relations with its non-Jewish  neigh- 
bours 

Making the first report of the 
committee's work, Mr. Marmorstein 
said that its membership was repre- 
sentative of all shades of religious 
opinion within the community it 
had so far considered three problems 
~~the Jewish participation in broad- 
casting; the impact of take-over bids: 
and the need for establishing a Jewish 
book club. 


Inconscnience 


The committee felt very strongly 
Mr. Marmorstein stated, that the 
Chief Rabbi's messages on Passove: 
and the Jewish New Year—the two 
occasions on which the voice of 
Judaism are heard-—are broadcast at 
an inconvement time of the day. 

“It cannot be said thatthe 
authentic voice of Judaism is 
adequately represented on radio or 
television, even for a small minority 
such as we are in this country. We 
feel that more could be produced, 
and we also feel that Judaism has 
something to say on vital moral and 
social problems of today, such as 
artificial insemination or the findings 
of the Wolfenden Committee. Yet. 
it is very rarely that the message of 
Judaism as a religious civilisation is 
given a chance to be put across,” he 
Stated. 

Mr. Marmorstein informed the 
Council that a delegation of the 
A.J.A. has already made an approach 
to the head of the Religious Pro- 
grammes of the B.B.C.. and a similar 
approach would be made to the 
commercial TV companies, 

Regarding take over hids (and the 


effect which attendant Press publicity 
may have on public opinion and on 
Jewish-Christian relations), Mr. Mar- 
morstein said that his committee felt 
that since “ this was a perfectly lawful 
activity,” there was really nothing 
ihat they or anybody else could do 
about it. But he added that the 
committee considered that take-overs 
were “an expression of the general 
spirit of materialism which was 
prevalent in the community. 

“The only way to combat the 
wrong sense of values.” he added, 
“1s to raise the intellectual level of 
the communits This could be 
assisted) by establishine ai Jewish 
book club in this country.” 

Mr. R. Landman said that tt would 
be difficult as well as dangerous to 
iry to present to the public on the 
radio or TV one Jewish point of 
view, because there was more than 
one 


Pancl envisaged 


Mr. Marmorstein explained that 
his committee never visualised that 
the Jewish point of view should be 
represented by one permanent spokes- 
man. “We really visualise a panel 
of a symposium of representatives of 
Jewish opinion.” he said. 

Mr. H. A. Goodman suggested that 
what was needed on radio or televi- 
SiON Was not merely a sermon or a 
religious message but something 
which would reflect the wider con- 
tribution of Jewry to British life 

“The only fear in broadcasting 
public Jewish events is that. they 
may do a broadcast of the Board 
of Deputies, and this, of course. 
would be the end of all our 
efforts.” added Mr. Goodman. him- 
self a Deputv. He would have liked 
to see televised recordings of such 
events as the opening of the Marble 
Arch synagogue or. better still. the 
saga of the Gateshead Yeshiva which, 
he was sure, would be of great inter- 
est also to the general public. An 
approach should. therefore. not be 
made to the heads of the religious 
programmes of the B.B.C, and ITV 
hut to the departments dealing with 
general home programmes. 

Ihe item concerning take-over bids 
also provoked some discussion. Mr. 
Landman said that the guestiion was 
not whether they were legal but 
whether they were ethical. He added:

NEW HIGH COURT 
JUDGE 


Mr. Alan Mocatta 


Mr, Alan A. Mocatta, Q.C., has 
been appointed a Judge of the High 
Court of Justice and will sit in the 
Queen's Bench Division. He has 
also been appointed a member of the 
Restrictive Practices Court. 

He sat on the Bench in the High 
Court for the first time this week. 
As he took his seat. Mr. Bernard 
Caulfield, QO.C.. on behalf of the 
senior Bar, stated how great a privi- 
lege it was to welcome his Lordship 
to the Bench. Mr. H. Lester added 
a welcome on behalf of the junior 
Bar. 

Mr. Mocatta, who is aged 54, is 
Chairman of the Council of Jews’ 
College. a member of the Council 
of the Anglo-Jewish Association, a 
former Parnas Presidente of the 
Congregation of and Portu- 
guese Jews, and ice-President of 
its Board of Elders. 

He belongs to one of the oldest 
Anglo-Jewish families. The Mocattas 
first came to England in 1671. Ten 
years later the banking house of 
Mocatta and Goldsmid was estab- 
lished. 

Phere are two other Jewish High 
Court judges—Mr. Justice Karminski 
and Mr, Justice Salmon, This is the 
first time that there have been three 
Jewish judges in the High Court at 
the same period :

“We seem to have fallen victim to 
the propaganda that Jews are most 
prominent in take-over bids. This 1s 
just not so, and we ought to stamp 
out this wrong impression.” 

Mr. Marmorstein replied that it 
was doubtful whether take-over bids 
were necessarily wrong. and it was 
equally doubtful whether, as an 
association, they should condemn 
anything which might be regarded 
as unethical and in which Jews, too, 
participated, such as bingo. 

Dr. Isracl Feldman said that he 
would regret it very much if the 
A.J.A. were to condemn take-over 
bidders. “ Many of my most intimate 
friends are deeply involved in taking 
over all sorts of things and | would 
be sorry Wf it were automatically 
assumed that no useful purpose was 
being served to this country or tts 
commerce and trade by this kind of 
activily 

He suggested that the commitice 
would be much better emploved in 
making a survey of ali hinds of cul 
tural activity throughout the country 
and in finding out Where there were 
gaps which needed filling 

Closing the debate. the President 
Mr N Carvatho that the 
Council had always taken the view 
that take-over bids was not a ques- 
tion on which the Association as such 
could express an opinion 


Intolerable situation 


Farlier. Mr. Carvatho said in his 
Presidential statement that he was 
glad that no one had asked the A.J.A. 
to take a stand on the controversial 
issue of the training of German 
troops in this country. “ This raises 
vital problems for us all as citizens 
of this country. and we may all have 
strong views on them,” he said. 
“But they are not issues where 
Jewish considerations can or should 
sway our decisions.” 

The President condemned the anti- 
Jewish riots in Oran. “ The Jews of 
Algeria are being placed in an intoler- 
able situation. Thev are told by the 
FIN. (National Liberation Front) 
leaders that they are Algerians and 
must not consider themselves any 
more as French. They are asked. in 
fact. to break their ties with France, 
which has been a good protector of 
the Jews in Algeria. And thev are 
attacked by the supporters of the 
in the name of Alverian 
patriotism and Arab solidarity. I 
hope the F.L.N. leaders will realise 
the effect on world opinion of this 
sort of thing. and restrain their sup- 
porters from committing similar out- 
rages in the future.” 

From the report by Mr Dennis 
Sandelson, Chairman of the External 
Affairs Committee, if appeared that 
the committee has been in touch with 
representatives of North Africa. 
including the F.L.N. “ We considered 
the situation of the Jewish communi- 
ties im that area, particularly in 
Algeria, but we were unable to form 
any judgment as to positive action,” 
he told the Council.

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YIGAL YADIN—SOLDIER, 
SCHOLAR & AUTHOR

Isracl’s famous  soldicr-turned- 
scholar, Dr. Yigal Yadin, who has 
settled for a year in London with his 
wife and two daughters, is preparing 
three books based on the recent 
archeological discoveries made in 
Israel under his direction. 


Dr. Yadin, a former Chief of Staff 
of the Israeli Army and its Opera- 
tions Officer in the Arab-Israel War, 
is now on Sabbatical leave from 
the Hebrew University, where he is 
Associate Professor of Archeology. 


First on the list is the publication 
of the Bar Kochba letters and docu- 
ments of his administration, which 
will appear simultaneously in Hebrew 
and English in two years’ time. 

Dr. Yadin recalled that the expedi- 
tion which had discovered these 
letters and documents had been 
jointly sponsored by the Hebrew 
University, the Antiquities Depart- 
ment of the Israeli Government, and 
the Israel Exploration Society, which 
celebrates its SOth anniversary in 
1963. “My plan is to have the Bar 
Kochba book ready in time for the 
celebrations,” he said. “ Moreover, 
we regard the letters and documents 
to be of such great importance to 
scholars that we intend to have them 
published as soon as possible. We 
do not want to let them wait some 
nine years, as the Jordanians did 
when, in 1952, they found letters and 
documents of the same period.” 


Dedicated to new work 


This will involve Dr. Yadin in a 
great deal of work-—“I am going to 
dedicate most of my time here to the 
preparation of this book.” It will 
be published in Israel, but the plates 
reproducing eich document § and 
archeological find will be made here 
by a special process, which will ensure 
that they can he easily deciphered 
with the help of an ordinary magnify- 
ing glass. 

“We have by now.” Dr. Yadin 
related. “some 6% letters and docu- 
ments, some of them very large, con- 
taining more than 80 lines each, and 
all of them fully dated as to the year, 
month, and even day on which they 
were written. They include the docu- 
ments of the Bar Kochba administra- 
tion, but the kernel of the book will 
be the 15 letters sent in the name of 
Bar Kochba himself.” 


Most of the book will be compiled 
and. written by Dr. Yadin himself. 
“ My part will deal with the Hebrew, 
Aramaic, and Nabathean documents, 
as well as with all the archeological 
finds of that period, such as clothing, 
mats, metal objects. and the like.” he 
stated. “But the Greek documents 
will be treated by another professor 
of the Hebrew University; Dr. H.

The hope that the emergence of 
the Liberal Party in Israel would 
bring about a similar unity of the 
“ non-Socialist Zionist parties in the 
Diaspora, and particularly in Britain, 
was expressed by Mr. S. Landman, 
Chairman of the General Zionist 
Organisation in this country, when 
he addressed his group's Political and 
Economic Circle in London, 

Mr. Landman also forecast that 
“the merger of the two wings of 
the non-Socialist parties in Israel—the 
General Zionists and the Progressives 
~—was bound to be followed by a 
unification of all  non-Socialist 
Zionists in this and other countries.” 
He said that “this will be of bene- 
fit to Israel and to the Jews every- 
where.” 

Mr. Landman stated that as a 
result of the Israeli elections “ the 
period of Mapai domination and 
quasi-monopoly of power has ended,” 
and a more “liberal régime” could 
now begin. “ This will be welcomed 
by Jews in all countries who are by 
no means all Socialists.” 

He criticised the British Poale Zion 
for being affiliated to the Labour 
Party. It was oecither wise nor 
prudent, Mr. Landman asserted, for 
any Zionist group here to be “ tied 
to a political party.” As far as his 
own General Zionists were concerned 
they had limited their relationship 
with the Conservatives to “culti- 
vating friendly relations.” 

The main speaker was Mr. Land- 
man’s daughter. Mrs, Deborah Bar 
Zemer.’who settled in Israel in 1948. 
She gave a personal account of the 
life of an Anglo-Saxon newcomer in 
israel.

Polotzky, who will join me next 
spring in London.” 

While here Dr. Yadin also intends 
to write the other two volumes on 
the excavations of Hazor, thus com- 
pleting the report on the discoveries 
made in one of King Solomon's cities. 
In the autumn he will go to the 
United States for a six weeks’ coast- 
to-coast lecture tour. 

Dr. Yadin denied rumours that he 
intended to go into politics by join- 
ing the newly formed Liberal racy 
in Israel. “ My only association wit 
party politics,” he said, “ was a year 
ago, when I headed a movement for 
the reform of our electoral system 
from proportional representation to 
something like the British system. 
Although we had a large body of 
support in public opinion, we did not 
succeed in persuading the smaller 
parties to agree to such a change. I 
am afraid that the result of our 
failure has now become apparent in 
the deadlock produced by the last 
elections. If I was delighted with the 
merger of the Progressives and the 
General Zionists into the Liberal 
Party, it. was mainly because the 
whole concept behind electoral 
reform was to reduce the existing 
number of parties in Israel.” 

Dr. Yadin was convinced that in 
order to achieve democratic 
stability, “sooner or later Israel will 
have to do away with its present 
system and all the consequent evils 
which it entails.”

COMPROMISE 


Inter-faith relations

Is inter-faith understanding fos- 
tered more effectively in the religious 
or in the secular sphere? The 
“mixed” panel, which discussed this 
question at last weck’s meeting of 
the Willesden branch of the Council 
of Christians and Jews, seemed 
generally to favour the latter. 


The meeting, which consisted of 
a symposium on the topic of 
“ Increasing Christian-Jewish Under- 
standing,” was heéd at the Anson 
Hall, Willesden, N.W.2. The Rev. 
T. P. Strachan, Vice-Chairman of the 
branch, presided. 

Pointing out that co-operation and 
understanding between people of dif- 
ferent faiths could be fostered with- 
out recourse to religious controversy, 
the Rev. I. Livingstone added that 
he did not advocate inter-faith reli- 
gious co-operation in the theological 
sense. “ Broadmindedness should 


have some limitations,” he said, “ and’ 


there must be no compromise in any 
spiritual sense. For this reason I do 
not favour inter-faith religious ser- 
vices. Co-operation of this kind can 
never be completely genuine, for the 


words used in prayer could not have . 


the same. meaning for Jews and 
Christians,” 


Common heritage 


The Rev. J. W. P. Perkins, Vicar 
of St. Francis’s Church, stressed the 
“ spiritual bond” which derived from 
the common heritage of Judaism and 
Christianity. Though the style of 
worship differed, he said, both faiths 
had many points of contact, includ- 
ing the mutual insistence on ethical 
righteousness. 

The panel differed on whether 
denominational schools led to a feel- 
ing of religious superiority. Mr. 
Perkins declared himself entirely in 
favour of “church schools,” because 
of the incomparable religious training 
they provided. Mr, Livingstone was 
not wholly in favour of urging all 
Jewish children to attend a Jewish 
school, “Mine didn't.” he added, 
“and they are none the worse for it.” 
Mr. Hillier Wise, a teacher at the 
Hasmonean§ schools, agreed that 
denominational schools could lead 
to a feeling of superiority on the

WHAT SYRIA MEANS 
TO ISRAEL

In his relationships with the other 
Arab States Nasser failed to realise 
that charity begins at home, said 
Dr. S. Levenberg, Jewish Agency 
Representative in London, when he 
addressed a meeting of Pioneer 
Women at 57 Eton Avenue, N.W.3, 
last week. 


Commenting upon the Syrian 
revolt and what it meant to Israel, 
Dr. Levenberg said that Nasser had 
wished to show a picture of strength 
to the world but the internal pic- 
ture of the United Arab Republic 
was of “a rotten structure.” 


There would be no desire on the 
part of Syria to have personal nego- 
tiations with Israel, said Dr. Leven- 
berg. It would not make much 
difference who won in the struggle 
for power, because all Arab groups 
were hostile towards Israel. 


The sympathy of Jewry must go 
to the small, miserable Jewish com- 
munity Syria. he added. Once 
these Jews played a tremendous part 
in the development of Syria. Some 
had left the country but those that 
remained were mainly in_ the 
Damascus Ghetto, living under con- 
ditions of terror. Special taxes were 
levied on them. 


Dr Levenberg said that the present 
crisis was symptomatic of the 
general instability in the Middle 
East. Today it was Syria; tomorrow 
it might happen in Jordan, in tran. 
For that reason Israel must always 
be on guard and her first concern 
must be security.

RABBI’S DISARMAMENT 
EFFORTS 


“We gain nothing by being timid”

Many regard him as Canada’s most 
controversial clergyman, and some 
have even called him the “ Red rabbi.” 
For he is one of the national leaders 
of the campaign for nuclear (and 
general) disarmament and a champion 
for the admission of Red China to 
the United Nations. 

But Rabbj Abraham L. Feinberg, 
62-year-old Ohio-born “ Litvak” who 
has just retired from the ministry, 
does not mind it a bit. “ Neither 
the Jewish community nor I person- 
ally lost a single friend because of 
what I do and say. On the contrary, 
my position in Canada as a Jewish 
spokesman is that much stronger 
because people know that | always 
speak my mind,” he said. 

He was for 18 years minister of the 
Holy Blossom 
Temple in 
Toronto, which 
is Canada’s 
largest and most 
important Liberal 
synagogue. 
Before he settled 
in Canada, Rabbi 
Feinberg was a 
minister in New 
York and later in 
Denver. 

In an interview 
in London he 

said that he had 
given up the rabbinate to devote more 
time to writing, lecturing, and the 
peace movement. 

With Canon Collins (representing 
the British campaigners) and Professor 
Pauling (of the United States) at his 
side, Rabbi Feinberg led last April 
an anti-nuclear march of 1,500 
people in Toronto. 

“If the rabbi is really consecrated 
to the teachings of Judaism,” he said, 
“and particularly to those ‘teachings 
which relate to mankind and social 
justice, he must as a matter of simple 
moral obligation also concern himself 
with the movement for disarmament 
without which there can be no peace. 

Rabbi Feinberg admitted that only 
a few Jewish ministers In Canada 
followed his course and many mem- 
bers of his congregation—it numbers 
some 1,500 families—disagreed with 


his opinions “and might have 
preferred that their rabbi should not 
be involved in controversies which 
seemed to be of a political nature.” 


But. nevertheless, be had “the full 
freedom of the pulpit.” 
“I firmly believe,” he said, “ that 


the most proper way of honouring 
the memory of our six million 
martyrs is by championing the cause 
of liberalism and of all those 
principles, such as peace, social 
justice, and universal brotherhood, to 
which Nazism has been so strongly 
and violently opposed. I feel that this 
is the practical expression of Judaism, 
We gain nothing by being timid, For 
antisemitism is mot created by 
courageous and honest espousal of 
just causes, however unpopular they 
might be.” 


Expulsion demand 


Rabbi Feinberg has been attacked 
by Canadian antisemites (and British 
as well) who have demanded that he 
should be expelled as an undesirable 
alien since he is still an American 
citizen). 

But, he added, the general public 
respected his views even if some did 
not agree with them. He received 
letters from the Canadian Minister 
for External Affairs, Mr. Howard 
Green, thanking him for making the 
public aware of the crucial issues in 
the world today. 

It was as an exponent of the 
concept of co-existence with the 
Soviet Union that Rabbi Feinberg 
was invited to the informal inter- 
national conference on peace and dis- 
armament held in London on the 
initiative of Canon Collins and with 
the participation of well-known 
personages from both East and West, 
among them Ilya Ehrenburg, the 
Russian-Jewish writer. 

“From my conversations with 
Ehrenburg,” said Rabbi Feinberg, “I 
gained the distinct impression that the 
publication of the new Yiddish 
magazine, Sovietish Heimland,’ may 
well augur the beginning of a new 
approach to the question of Jewish 
culture in the Soviet Union.’ 

He will now have a chance to see 
things for himself. For Rabbi Fein- 
berg has now left for a visit to 
Russia.

HARACTERISTI- 
( CALLY Alan Abraham 

Mocatta arranged with the 
Lord Chancellor not to be sworn- 
in as a judge with the other new 
appointees on Monday, so that he 
could. worship as usual at the 
Spanish and Portuguese Syna- 
gogue, Lauderdale Road, on 
Shemini Atseret. He took the oath 
on the Mocatta family Bible, 
which has been treasured for 
generations and which was used to 
obligate the first two Jewish Lord 
Mayors of London. 


The new judge is the head of 
one of the oldest Anglo-Jewish 
families, with a direct descent from 
Mocattas who were leaders of the 
sevenieenth-century community. 
He was born in 1907, son of 
Edward L. Mocatta and Flora 
Gubbay. A product of Polack’s 
House, Clifton, and New College, 
Oxford, Mocatta’s communal 
activities started at the Oxford 
Synagogue, where he officiated at 
the services and held the office of 
Warden. It is one of his treasured 
memories that he even helped in 
the solemnisation of a marriage. 

The year 1930 was for Mocatta 
doubly auspicious—he was called 
to the Bar at the Inner Temple 
(last year he was elected a Master 
of the Bench there), and he married 
Pamela Halford. His was a dis- 
tinguished war service, culminating 
in 1942-45, when he held an 
appointment at the War Office with 
the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel. In 
1944 he was appointed O.B.E. 
Returning to the Bar after the war. 
he developed an extensive com- 
mercial practice and his advance- 
ment was marked in March, 1951, 
when he was made a K.C. 


“The Times,” when discussing 
his latest appointment, referred to 
his “conscientious devotion to his 
work,” a phrase which applies to 
everything he undertakes. Whether 
it is as Treasurer of the Beth 
Holim, in Mile End, or as a mem- 
ber of the Mahamad at Bevis 
Marks, where he is now Vice- 
President of the Elders, he brings 
to the work that has to be done 
a strong sense of duty, a fresh and 
active mind, and a balanced judg- 
ment, which all help towards the 
smooth running of anything in 
which he is interested. Perhaps 
his greatest achievements in this 
sphere have been on the Council 
of Jews’ College, where he has been 
a beloved and urbane Chairman 
since the end of the war, steering 
the College through troubled and 
sometimes stormy waters on its 
course from Woburn House to 
Montagu Place, and winning the 
affection and esteem alike of 
Ashkenazim and Sephardim. 

He is an admirable Chairman, 
always patient and conciliatory 
Only a close observer of his 
eyebrows can sometimes detect 
his feelings before the time comes 
for him to sum up a discussion 


and produce a 
solution which is 
obviously the 
right one. But 
his rather jirritat- 
ing habit of often 
speaking with his 
pipe in his mouth 
does not endear 
him to reporters, 
who would prefer 
his eloquence to 
be more distinctly 


enunciated. 
His friends 
have sometimes 


wondered how he 
has found the 
time for all his 
communal work 
in view of the 
heavy claims of 
his busy practice, 


Perhaps the ans- 
wer is that Mocatta never wastes 
time, because he never makes any 
second-rate contribution. His legal 
training helps, too, because it 
enables him to grasp facts quickly 
but thoroughly, and to keep them 
in watertight compartments. 


A devoted family man, he and 
his wife are the centre of a remark- 
ably happy and united family of 
four sons, two of whom, to the 
great delight of the Mocattas, have 
this year announced their engage- 
ment. 


The Mocattas are happiest and 
relax most during the legal vaca- 
tions, when they usually manage 
to get out of London. At the end 
of the year there is winter sports, 


and for the rest they usually 
retire to their small house in 
Cornwall. 


The new judge is an expert surf- 
bather and an enormously keen 
cricketer, always happy to play for 
the local Cornish side, Few things 
gave him more pleasure than when 
his two elder sons played at Lord's 
for Clifton. And on summer 
Saturdays he walks, after syna- 
gogue, to Lord's whenever there 1s 
a match. Luckily for him, all the 
provincial cricket grounds where 
Test matches are played are in 
cities where Assizes are held, so 
he will have a chance of cheering 
for England when his 
collapses. 


But perhaps he is really happiest 
in his synagogal activities or con- 
ducting family ceremonies at 
home. He sings melodiously, and 
his Hebrew is very accurate. He 
delights in reading Haftarot and 
singing Zemirot, and has often 
officiated at services on Sabbaths 
and festivals when emergencies 
have arisen, while those eyebrows 
of his often signify a false note 
or a mistake in reading, which he 
is far too polite ever to mention. 
His four sons have all learned thei: 
Hebrew and religion from him, and 
rchearsed their Barmitzvah_por-

FORTNIGHT 


OPENS ON MONDAY 
Support for Zionist schools

A “Jewish Education Fortnight,” 
organised for the first time in this 
country by the Zionist Federation, 
begins on Monday with a rally in 
St. John’s Wood Synagogue Hall, 
London.

Among the principal events in the 
first week will be a public dinner on 
Wednesday at the Savoy Hotel, 
organised by the Education Trust of 
the Z.F. which helps to finance the 
Zionist day schools. Mr. I. M. Sieff 
will preside, with Professor Simon 
as the guest speaker. This will be 
followe a week-end Hebrew 
seminar in Brighton. 


Mr. Sharett is expected to arrive 
from Paris on October 16, the day of 
his first = engagement—a dinner 


by Habonim. On_ the 
following day a reception his 
honour will be given by the Poale 


Zion. 

His first direct contribution to the 
fortnight will be made in Manchester, 
on October 18, at a public rally. 
On October 19 he will speak in 
support of the Educational Trust at 
a dinner in Leeds.

“You'll never meet him. He is like 
a monk. He exists for only one 
purpose--to tell his story.” 

One day Nina Asherman called af

In the entrance Aall an 
elderly looking man was waitine.

For the man was Ka-Tzetnik. Nina 
asked Lask to give him her address 
and telephone number.

But, when Purim came, 
she bought two charms—a_ ship,, 
symbolising his arrival in Israel, and 
a horseshoe, for luck—and pushed 
them, with a note, under the door of 
the cellar where he lived. Nearly 
a fortnight later he telephoned. 

“His voice,” Mrs. Dinur told me,

lf Nina knows little of the writer 
Ka-Tzetnik, she knows still less about

the man he was before the holocaust. 
To this day her husband has not told 
her his real name. All she knows 
of his life in Poland is that he 
graduated as a rabbi at the age of 15 
at the Yeshiva of the Sages of Lublin.

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SCHTRAKS: EXTRADITION 
REQUEST DISPUTED 
Question of Jerusalem’s status 


Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


A that the extradition 
treaty tween Britain and Israel 
might not apply to the charges facing 
Shalom Schtraks was made by his 
counsel, Mr. M. A. B. King-Hamilton, 
Q.C., when he applied at Bow Street 
Magistrates’ Court last Friday for 
Schtraks’ release on bail. 

Mr. King-Hamilton said that 
according to a Howse of Lords ruling 
in 1954, there was at that time de 
jure recognition between Israc! and 
Britain regarding extradition rights, 
but only recognition of the 
part of Jerusalem under the juris- 
diction of Israel. 

Counsel asked the court to write 
to the Forcign Office on this 
question, His solicitors, he stated, 
had approached the Foreign Office to 
ascertain the latest position regarding 
recognition of Israel's sovereignty 
over Jerusalem and had been told 
that such information could not be 
given without a formal request from 
the court. 


“Root of the case” 


Mr. Leonard Caplan, O.C., appear- 
ing for the Government of Isracl, 
said that such an application would 
be time-wasting as he would agree 
that only de facto recognition of 
Israel's part of Jerusalem existed so 
far as the treaty was concerned. This 
also applied so far as the Jordan side 
of Jerusalem was concerned. 

The Magistrate, Mr. Bertram 
Reece, after a long consultation with 
the Clerk of the Court, agreed to 
have the inquiry made at the Forcign 
Office. Mr. Reece had previously 
said to Mr. King-Hamilton: “It 
might be the very root of your case.” 

Applying again for bail for 
Schtraks, Mr. King-Hamilton asked 
Detective-Inspector Margaret Heald 
if she had concluded her inquirics 
regarding the whereabouts of the 
child Yossele Schumacher, whom 
Schtraks is accused of abducting. 
[He is also accused of committing 
perjury under the jurisdiction of the 
Israeli Government.] 

Inspector Heald said inquiries 
were still in progress and would pre- 
sumably continue until the child was 
found. 


Earlicr, both counsel agreed 
that it would be four weeks, perhaps 
six, before the case was ready 2 
start. Mr. King-Hamilton said tha 
it would be a great miscarriage of 
justice if Schtraks, who had now 
been in custody for six weeks of So, 
were not given bail, especially as he 
faced a possible charge to which 
extradition might not apply. — 

Bail had been refused previously, 
he said, because it was felt that 
Schtraks might interfere with police 
inquiries, “I should have thought 
that the police in this country have 
had ample time to make inquiries to 
sce if the boy was in this country. 
Information seems to show that he is 
not, but is still in Israel.” 


Three charges 


Mr. Caplan, opposing bail, said 
that Schtraks fuced three charges 
which, according to the Israeli 
criminal code framed during © the 
Mandate, were termed as felomies, 
carrying up to seven years imprison- 
ment. Schtraks was charged with 
perjury before a Jerusalem Court 
where, although three witnesses stated 
that he was in possession of the child, 
he swore on oath that he had not 
seen the child. 

There was the possibility that he 
might not surrender to bail, and 
there was also the question of the 
honour of Britain concerning her 
obligations under the treaty, 

Mr. King-Hamilton objected to 
these submissions against bail, saying 
that the honour of this country was 
not in jeopardy. The fact that this 
was an extradition matter raised no 
special considerations regarding the 
granting of bail; it was entirely at 
the magistrate’s discretion, 

Regarding the perjury committed 
in Israck—“ if such perjury. was com- 
mitted at all "—if the treaty did not 
apply then nor would extradition. 
Schtraks, he said, had applied for his 
passport to leave Isracl two months 
before the Jerusalem court hearing. 
There was nothing in the suggestion 
that he left the country because he 
knew he had committed perjury. 

Mr. Reece then said: “1 am not 
going to grant bail. He will have 
recourse to the High Court.” 

Schtraks was remanded in custody 
for six days.

Recognition of 13 years’ outstand- 
ing service to Israel by the Man- 
chester Jewish Sportsmen's Com-

ANCIENT JEWISH TEMPLE 
DISCOVERED IN ITALY 


Oldest in Western world 


From a Special Correspondent 
ROME 


An ancient building unearthed near 
Rome is the oldest Jewish temple yet 
discovered in the Western § world, 
according to Jewish and archeological 
experts here. But they are not fully 
agreed on us exact date. 

Signor Pictro Grande, who is in 
charge of excavations at the site. 
which is near the ancient Roman port 
of Ostia Antica, about twelve miles 
from Rome, said: “The building is 
not pre-Christian, it was built partly 
during the first century of the 
Christian era and added to in the 
third or fourth century.” However, 
Rome's Chief Rabbi, Dr. Elia Toaff, 
believes the building to be older, 
though difficult to date with precision. 

Both agree that the discovery is of 
historical importance. It proves that 
there was a flourishing Jewish com- 
mumty in Ostia Antica. Signor 
Grande said it confirmed an inscrip- 


tion of the second century after Christ 
found at Castel Porziano. near Ostia. 
which mentions this community. 


Signor Grande hoped that he and 
his colleagues working. on the site 
would tind more clues to unsolved 
problems. For instance, it was still 
impossible to say whether the build- 
img was a synagogue from the start. 
or whether it had been adapted as 
a Jewish temple later. Me added: 
“ Whether of the third century of the 
Christian era or of the first, 1s 
the oldest Jewish temple uncarthed tn 
the Western world” 


Two views 


Phe Chief Rabbi said that structures 
of various periods can be seen, from 
walls in opus reticolatum (network), 
which was used up to the first century 
before the Vulgar (Christian) Era, to 
another type using small bricks, as 
used until the third century of the 
Vulgar Fra. He thought this showed 
that the building was added to as the 
Jewish community at Ostia became 
more prosperous in the course of 
time. 

When asked about the archzolo- 
gists view that the building was not 
older than the first century, Dr. Toafl 
said that there were two schools ol 
thought about the use made by the 
Romans of the construction system 
called opus reticolatum (network). 

He agreed with those who thought 
that this technique was used only 
before the time of the Christian era. 
Q@thers, however, were of the opinion 
that the technique continued until the 
first century. 

Ihis technique 
material in the torm ol 
dowels with a square base 
was placed outwards at a 45-degree 
angle to the horizontal, ferming the 
patiern of a net. Counticss examples 
of opus reticolatum may be seen in 
Rome and wherever Romans pul up 
buildings. 

Dr. Toaff did not rule out the possi- 
bilitv that the building may have been 
adapted as a synagogue from a build- 
ing origmally meant tor another pur 
pose. But he thought it was a syna-

near Ostia. the discovery of the 
temple would not have been made 
“perhaps for another years,” 


Signor Grande said. “Work on a 
new road to the airport unearthed the 
first traces of the synagogue in May.” 

Since then full-scale excavation and 
restoration has been undertaken. 
Apart. from four marble columns, 
18 feet tall, with Corinthian capitals, 
there is litthe to impress the layman 
amid the ruins, which lie near a sharp 
bend in the road. 

The main building, divided 
three naves, 
feet wide, Two walls, one older than 
the other, are clearly visible, and at 
no point are they higher than 6} feet. 
The building had three front 
entrances. Another large side 
entrance was blocked with brick work. 

Just outside is a large round marble 
structure which may lead to a well. 
Inside the entrance on the right there 
is place for the ritual bath, above a 
large cistern. On the left of the four 
columns in the centre of the temple 
a semi-circular structure can be seen. 
It probably held the Scrolls of Law. 

n front of this two smaller marble 
columns were found which supported 
two architraves, about Which Signor

Grande said: “They are the key to 
the identification of the structure as 
a Jewish temple.” Sculpted on them 
are Jewish symbols—the Menoroth 
(seven-branched candlesticks) with a 
ram's horn on the right and a citron 
and a palm frond on the left. 


The temple has a curved rear wall, 
with the remains of what was prob- 
ably an altar and two small marble 
columns. 

Signor Grande then showed a room 
adjacent to the main hall, with two 
marble-topped tables and a large 
brick oven for baking unleavened 
bread, eaten by Jews during the 
Passover feast. 


The Chief Rabbi said that the dis- 


covery confirmed ancient chronicles 
of Jewish colonics in Rome. 
He said that he had read about 


the discovery of a Synagogue at 
Aquileia, between Trieste and Venice, 
some years ago, but it was of a later 
date than the Ostia temple. 

He said that Roman annals men- 
tion Jews living in Rome in the second 
century before the Christian era, It 
is recorded that when Jewish 
ambassadors arrived in Rome from 
Palestine in 146 B.c.e., they were met 
by Jewish residents. Forty to fifty 
thousand Jews were believed to have 
lived in Rome in Cacsar’s time, about 
SO p.c.e. Fourteen thousand of Haly's 
35,000 Jews live in Rome at present

FOR ARABS 


Huge supplies 


WASHINGTON 

The Soviet bloc provided, through 
loans or grants, up to March 31, a 
total of almost $500 million in arms 
to the United Arab Republic. This 
was disclosed in testimony released 
by a Congressional committee at 
which Colonel H. F. Nichols, of the 
Department of Defence, testified. He 
said Egypt got $315 million worth in 
Soviet arms while Syria received $128 
million worth.

dom and her commitment to contri- 
bute to the defence of the _ tree 
world.” Mr. Rooney pointed out 
that Israel is “surrounded by hostile 
countries, some of whom - Egypt and 
lraqg -have been feceiving weapons 
from the Soviet Union, while others

Mr. Rusk. in his reply, 
offer an explanation tor the con- 
iinued refusal of the United States 
to give Israel military assistance.

HAIPA 

There have been more spying 
activities by Isracli Arabs who crossed 
illegally into Egyptian-held territory 
near Gaza, and returned to Israel as 
trained spies. 

This was stated by the Israeli police 
last week, who announced that 
they had arrested Hanni Arrabeh, 
who is charged with having organised 
an Egyptian spy-ring. The 19-year-old 
Arab from the village of Shfar-Am, 
who is now being detained by the 
police in Haifa, is said to have been 


broadcasting over Cairo Radio 
recently. 
Arrabeh has been remanded on 


charges of having illegally crossed 
the border, and having given secret 
information to the enemy. He is 
alleged to have crossed into Egypt 
in November of last year, and to 
have volunteered to work for a 
U.A.R. intelligence unit. At first he 
broadcast in programmes directed to 
Israclj Arabs, calling on them to 
revolt, The police say that he was 
later switched over to intelligence 
work, trained in the use of weapons, 
and charged with gathering military 
information. He was then smuggled 
back into Israel to recruit pro- 
Nasserite Arab youths in Israel and 
organise them into spy cells.

High accident rate

The accident rate on Israel's roads 
rose by 65 per cent from 1955 to 
1960, and the present rate is said to 
be among the highest in the world. 
One of the reasons given for this is 
the state of the country’s main roads. 

A five-year plan has been prepared 
to spend 1£106 million on extending 
and improving inter-urban roads. The 
Haifa-Tel Aviv road is to be widened 
to a four-lane carrisgeway, By-passes 
to Beersheba and Dimona will be 
built.

Ai Jast the day for which they 
had waited arrived. On July 2, 
1948, they went “on the land,” at 
a strategic spot near the Syrian- 
held Hill 223, where settlement was 
not a matter of cultivating barren 
land but of security and of 
defence of the newly born State. 

At first they were located jn a 
deserted Arab village called 
Mansura el Kheit, where condi- 
tions were such that women and 
children were kept away in 
Hadera, and only the men came to 
stay and work. Families were 


united, only once in every two 
or three weeks. It was a grim 
period. But once the armistice 
with Syria was signed the longed- 
for change came. The group was 
reunited. New land, the site of 
the present kibbutz, was allocated 
and within half a year buildings 
that had been put up at Mansura 
were transferred; Kfar Hanassi, 
named after Israel's first President, 
Dr. Chaim Weizmann, had come 
to stay. 


There were still many difficulties. 
The eafly days were occupied with 
clearing away stones. It was a 
herculean task and _ involved 
moving heavy rocks of volcanic 
origin. The soil was not good. It 
lacked depth. So land further 
afield was given to the settlers. 

Like others who were settled in 
the Galilee of those days, the 
settlers used to gaze at the old 
kibbutzim and doubt whether their 
land would ever assume that green 
and flourishing appearance. 


Thirteen years have now passed. 
Those beginnings are a remote 
memory. The settlers took time 
off from all their hard work to cele-

brate the coming-of-age of their 
village and made of it a right 
festive occasion. Eight hundred 
people sat down to dinner one 
evening last week. 

The guest of honour was the 
Prime Minister, Mr. David Ben- 
Gurion, who saw in this corner of 
Israel the practical expression of 
his particular ideal, that the élite 
of young Jews from the free world 
should of their own desire come 
to settle on the land of Israel. 

Today Kfar Hanassi has 150 
members. About ninety of them 
are still of the original British 
garin. The remainder are made 
up of Britons who came later, as 
well as French and Australian 
immigrants, one or two from South 
Africa and the United States, and 
one from India. There are also 
140 children, some of  secon- 
dary school age, and, together with 
neighbouring kibbutzim, a secon- 
dary school has been started. The 
settlers’ plan is that their children 
shall attend school up to the age 
of 18, when they will have to go 
into the Army. 


Pride of the kibbutz 


The kibbutz owns 4,500 dunams 
of land, in three separate parcels ; 
1,500 dunams, on which fruit is 
grown, is around the kibbutz 
itself; the second parcel is near 
Kiryat Shmona, where there are 
fishponds for carp and land for 
industrial crops, particularly cotton, 
and the third parcel is opposite 
Ayaled Hashachor, ten miles away, 
where wheat 1s grown and a grape- 
fruit orchard has been established 
recently. But the pride of the 
settlement is its foundry, which 
also started in a very small way, 
because one or two members were 
found to have the necessary skills, 
and it has now grown into an 
important industry. 

Up to the present 1£750,000 has 
been invested in this enterprise 
Mr. John B. Boyd, of Glasgow. 
arrived with his wife some months 
ago, in response to an advertise- 
ment, to give advice and help and, 
in his words, to give the foundry 
“that little something which ts still 
missing “ in the way of know-how 
It has contracts for the Army, 
makes irrigation equipment, some 
of its own design, and is now ven- 
turing into stainless steel and into 
toys, something on the style of 
“ Dinkie” toys, which, to judge 
from the samples on. display, 
should delight the hearts of small 
children 


Hard workers 


As in all communal settlements 
the members work hard all day 
and the faces around the dining- 
room tables show signs of the 
years of strain. But here at Kfar 
Hanassi, in the comparatively short 
space of thirteen years, the rewards 
of dedicated labour have begun 
The strongest element which has 
kept closely knit together 
all those who were in the first 
group is the spirit of comradeship 
The political squabbles, which hit 
some kibbutzim so hard. have not 
touched Kfar Hanassi. Here per. 
sonal relationships are supreme 

Nor is there the same hard and 
fast laws of the Medes and Per. 
sians which characterise the more 
extreme kibbutzim. Members have 
their own clothes: they do not 
scorn gifts from abroad. Each 
has the same allocation from com 
munal funds for furnishing his 
room, but most have something 
exira——a gramophone or a special 


radio. Holiday money and money 


distributed to parents, so that they 
can buy toys for their children, are 
spent at the discretion of each 
recipient. 

The kibbutz has its cultural 
centre, where an exhibition was 
held as part of the Barmitzvah 
celebrations, showing in pictures 
and models its development over 
the years, and displaying some of 
the handiwork of the children. 
There is a beautiful swimming- 
pool, with a separate shallow end 
for the children, which was laid 
out with the help of Australian 
Jewry and restitution funds, which 
some members obtained from Ger- 
many. Next to it, an open-air 
pavilion is now being built. 


New buildings 


The Barmitzvah festivities 
included the laying of the founda- 
tion-stone of a new dining hall, 
which, in the words of the British 
Ambassador, Mr. Patrick Hancock, 
is both “a meeting place and an 
eating place.” The building js the 
gift of Mr. and Mrs, Claude Leigh, 
of London, who were also present 
at the ceremony. 

The kibbutz is part of a chang- 
ing Israel and some changes are 
evident here. New housing accom- 
modation is in the process of being 
built for all ‘members. It consists 
of L-shaped rooms for married 
couples. 

The erection of these new 
rooms is halted pending discussion 
and decision on a vital problem: 
shall children live with their 
parents? 

In Kfar Hanassi it has been the 
custom for mothers to put. their 
own children to bed, and one of 
the difficulties has been for a 
mother with two or three children 
in different age groups having to 
run from one house to another. 
Many now want something more 
of family life and want two-room 
accommodation, with the second 
room for the children. This is an 
issue which has been raised in 
many kibbutzim: it has still to 
be fought out at Kfar Hanassi, 
where opinion on it is apparently 
not unanimous 


Living entity 


But all this is part of the natural 
development of the kibbutz, for it 
is not static or fixed It is a living 
entity, developing and progressing 


all. the time in all directions. 
Economically, Kfar Hanassi has 
passed its very lean time and 


makes a profit from its produce. 
It has a large debt, acquired for 
development purposes and origin- 
ally made up of several loans for 
varying periods. This has now been 
consolidated by the Jewish Agency 
into one long-term debt of about 
1£3,000,000. The Allocations Fund 
of the Israeli Office of the British 
Zionist Federation has also helped 
this settlement together with the 
dozen or so others which have a 
large number of British settlers. 

Kfar Hanassi and its kind pro- 
vide both a contribution towards 
a solution to Israel's pressing need 
for young élite Jews and a chal- 
ienge to Jewry in Britain and 
America, Mr. Ben-Gurion told the 
hundreds of people who gathered 
last week to congratulate the kib- 
butz on its Barmitzvah. He was 
undoubtedly right, for a sight of 
the cultivated lands, of the well- 
kept buildings and bright gardens, 
and of the modest pride of the 
settlers themselves all proclaim how 
worth while was the journey taken 
by those Habonim who came long 
ago.

majority. There are 69 unopposed 
candidates, 50 of them belonging 
to the National Party. 

But the bitterest contests are 
being fought between two Opposi- 
tion parties—-the United Party and 
the Progressive Party—and this 
particular aspect of the struggle is 
involving the Jewish community 
very closely Ihe United Party 
stands for a cautious advance 
towards a just society “ under 
white leadership.” while the Pro- 
gressive Party envisages a society 


based solely ‘on merit—in other 
words a non-racial society. 

In the “rich man’s — con- 
stituency ” of Houghton, Johannes- 
burg, two Jews—Mrs. Helen 
Suzman_ (Progressive) and Mr. 


Hymie Miller (United Party)—are 
wooing a preponderantly Jewish 
electorate. Houghton’s consti- 
tuents have hot voted as a group 
in any previous general election. 
In successive elections, United 
Party candidates were returned 
iinopposed, and in 1953 and 1958, 
it was Mrs. Suzman who was 
returned on the party's behalf. 


Refused to resign 


However, some three years ago, 
Mrs. Suzman joined—-some say led 
—a revolt within the United Party, 
which led to the tormation of the 
Progressive Party. She, together 
with other defectors, refused. to 
resign her seat in Parliament. As 
a Progressive. Mrs. Suzman 
enhanced her reputation as one of 
Parliament's most vigorous and 
competent speakers, and she con- 


tinues to command admiration 

where she fails to command 

support. | 
Mr Hymie Miller, the United 


Party candidate, is a former Mayor 
of Johannesburg, and a popular 


man, who speaks Afrikaans as 
fluently as English, He once 
served on the Executive of the 


South African Jewish Board of 
Deputies and on the Executive of 
the South African Board of Jewish 
Education. 

Interest in the Houghton contest 
is not confined to Jews. 
“Rand Daily Mail,” which sup- 
ports the United Party in those 
constituencies where it opposes the 
National Party, and the Progressive 
Party where it fights the United 
Party, praised Mrs. Suzman’s cam- 
paign, ignoring Mr. Miller 

The general expectation is that 
Houghton will remain loyal to the 
United Party. Its voters- -so 
argument runs—represent an 
economic interest which does not 
favour revolutionary ideas. Indeed, 
one of the quips of the campaiga 


is.: “ Mr. Miller can count himself 
lucky that the National Party has 
not put up a candidate in this 
constituency.” 

Houghton throws up a paradox. 
In the fierce elections that have 
been characteristic of South Africa 
in the past, it is quiet. And, in the 
quietest election in the country’s 
history, the welkin” rings in 
Houghton and the private debate 
between the elector and his con- 
science on the shape of things to 
come is loudest. Because odd 
things may happen in South Africa 
after the election, the paradox of 
Houghton will furrow Jewish 
brows everywhere. Professor P. V. 
Pistorius, a leading Afrikaans 
member of the Progressive Party 
and one of the shrewdest political 
observers in the country, has pre- 
dicted that after the election the 
National Party and the United 
Party will join forces in Parlia- 
ment. 


Progressive leader 


Three other constituencies in 
Johannesburg have a_ particular 


interest for Jews. The Johannes- 
burg North, Dr. Bernard Fried- 
man, leader of the Progressive 


Party in the Transvaal, is opposed 
to Mrs. V. M. Weiss, United Party. 
Dr. Friedman was. a former mem- 
ber of the United Party, but 
resigned, unhappy about the party's 
colour policy. This was two or 
three years before the formation of 
the Progressive Party. He stood 
as an Independent in the following 
by-election but was ‘defeated. 
Dr. Friedman has a sharp, scathing 
tongue and Hansard records a 
proliferation of antisemitic utter- 
ances in Nationalist replies to him. 

In the Hospital constituency, 
Mr. A. Gorshel, another Jew, and 
a former Mayor of Johannesburg 
(United Party), is opposed to two 
Jewish candidates—Mr. D. M. 
Egan (Independent Republic) and 
Mr. A. K. Udwin (independent). 
The electorate is mainly middle- 
class. Jewish. 

In the Orange Grove constitu- 
ency. Mr. E. Malan (United Party) 
is Opposed to Mr. A. Einstein 
(Progressive). This contest in a 
70 per cent Jewish constituency, 
had yielded a diverting incident. 
Mr. Malan-—an Afrikaner—sent all 
Jewish voters a personal New Year 
greeting-card. “ An election dodge, 
pure and simple,” comments Mr.

Discussion groups 


No report on the South African 
election could fail to omit refer- 
ence to the number of discussion 
groups which have sprung up in 
private homes all over the country. 
They bring together Afrikaners. 
British South Africans, and Jews. 
For the first time there is a wide- 
spread meeting of minds among 
the white population. It is a 
development taking place below the 
surface of party politics and is held 
to be of great significance. A deep 
seriousness pervades the discussions 
of these groups. which attempt to 
grapple genuinely with problems. 
It is above all in these discussions 
that individual Jews—business men, 
intellectuals, and professionals—are 
playing their part. 

This ts also the place to refer 
to the rdle played by individual 
Jews and Jewish firms in raising 
the wages of African urban 
workers. The African bus boycott 
in Johannesburg in 1958, which 
dramatically focused attention on 
African urban poverty, led to the 
formation a few months later of 
the Bantu Wage and Productivity 
Association. The initiative was 
taken by Mr. Harry Goldberg, a 
Johannesburg business man, who 
set out through the Association to 
persuade emplovers in both com- 
merce and industry that the time 
had come for action to relieve 
African poverty.

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EXIT PERMITS 
ABOLISHED

JERUSALEM 

Exit permits will no longer be 
necessary in Israel from October 15. 

Peopie of military age wishing to 
go abroad will have to obtain an 
Army clearance certificate. All out- 
Standing income tax must be - paid 
before a passport can be received. 

Those who reside permanently in 
Isracil, but are not Israeli nationals, 
will have to give the Ministry of the 
Interior 14 days notice of their inten- 
tion to travel. 

These new regulations will mean a 
considerable financial loss to the 
Ministry Last year 1£1,250,000 
was raised through exit permits. It 
is possible that the Government wil! 
increase the travel tax. 

During Isracl’s 13 years of State- 
hood 513,000 people have gone 
abroid. Half of them went for “ per- 
sonal reasons,” 26,000 left to study, 
$.000 were sent on Government work, 
8.500 travelled on behalf of public 
institutions, and 6,000 for their politi- 
cal parties In addition, 97,000 
announced their intention to emigrate.

CABINET CRISIS HITS 
STATE INDUSTRIES 


By YUVAL ELIZUR 


The long delay in the forma- 


tion of a new Israeli Govern- 
ment has, as foreseen, had 
unfortunate repercussions on 


the economy. Initiative on 
long-overdue reforms to prevent 
the gap in Israel's balance of 
payments from widening has 
been postponed. Even urgent 
measures to provide _ the 
Government with additional 
income for financing unforeseen 
expenditure due .to increased 
immigration have been limited 
in seope and whittled down 
before being adopted by the 
caretaker Government. 

A particular victim of . the 
Governments procrastination. is 
the proposal to set up a Govern- 
ment Corporations Authority 
Ihe Authority, mtended to be the 
central agency of control over all 
Government-owned corporations, 
has already drawn severe criticism 
from Mr. Mordecai Bentov, the 
Minister of Development, who 
instructed the Government-owned 
companies under the jurisdiction 
of his Ministry not to co-operate 
with the new Authority. It is not 
quite clear, however, to what 
extent the directors of the several 
corporations will actually comply 
with Mr. Bentov’s directive and 
“boycott” the new body. (Most 
of the officials involved are pro- 
fessionals who do not wish to be 
caught in the inter-Ministerial 
cross-fire.) 

It +. nevertheless. evident that 
the establishment of a= strong 
administrative body to regulate 
the activities of companies in 
which the Government. has, a 
majority holding. audit their

Just as investments in these 
corporations have been the result 
of ad hoc decisions rather than 
deliberate policy. so the sale. of 


Government holdings has become 
a matter for separate considera- 
tion im each case. The over-all 
attitude to the sale of such hold- 
ings, as expressed by M Levi 
Fshkol. the Minister of Finance. 
is that the Government will try 
to dispose of its holdings in these 
companies as soon as they reach 
a stage where they become attrac- 
tive to the private investor

In effect, this principle has been

MASS MURDERS IN LITHUANIA _ NEW AIRCRAFT | 
FOR ISRAEL 


Three ex-Nazis on trial

Details of the mass murders of 
Jews in Lithuania were given at the 
trial of three former leading members 
of the Nazi ~ Einsat7zkommando 
at Tilsit, before a local jury 

Iwo of the accused, Krumbach and 
Gerke, admitted that it would have 
been possible for them to have 
refused to participate in the shoot- 
ings. Krumbach described the martyr- 
dom of a Jewish doctor, who with 
folded arms, walked quietly to his 
death. The doctor's life had been 
spared through the intercession of 
German colleagues but he was 
rearrested and brought back to be 
executed by the security police. 

Ihe accused in this case admitted 
their participation in the mass 
murders of Jews but claimed that 
they had acted under duress. Dr. 
Jahr was head of the Gestapo head- 
quarters at Tilsit. Krumbach and 
Gerke were his subordinates. 

Krumbach and Gerke freely des- 
cnibed the mass executions of 
Lithuanian Jews in the summer of 
1941. Gerke told the court that the 
first mass execution took place at 
Garsten three days after ¢ Nazi 
attack on Russia. More than 200 
Jews were shot in the presence of the 
German Chief Prosecutor of Meme! 
and other prominent Nazi personali-

Doctor's bearing 


During an execution at Wil- 
kowischken the “ Finsatzkommando ™ 
had used explosives which had 
literally torn apart the — victims. 
among whom were women and chil- 
dren. Victims awaiting execution had 
been forced to witness even this 
horrible massacre. Before each execu- 
tion the mockery of reading out the 
“sentence” to vicims was gone 
through Ihe “sentence” said: 
“You are shot by order of the 
Fuchrer, because you have shown a 
hostile attitude towards the Ger- 
mans.” After many executions not 
only were extra rations of Schnapps 
given to the execution squads. but 
they were also treated to a Russian 


He said that he had not only helped 
to kill Jews but had also participated 
in the murder of several hundred 
Russian Army commissars. He added 
that the Russians, until the last 
minute, had put up resistance against 
their execution, while the Jews had 
let themselves be slaughtered like 
sheep. 

Hans Joachim Boehme, the former 
head of the “ Einsatzkommando” 
Tilsit who is serving a sentence of 15 
years hard labour for his respon- 
sibility for the mass murder of 
Lithuanian Jews, in evidence told the 
court that he had offered resistance 
vainly against the establishment of 
the “Einsatzkommando.” He had 
realised that this commando would 
have to execute criminal orders 

His commander had told him, 
however, that the planned executions 
were purely military measures, since 
the victims were all ™ potential 
enemies” of the German Reich. 
Alter that he had made no further 
effort of opposition. In his opinion 
disobedience was impossible and 
would have meant his own death. 

Another witness, Heinrich Schmitz, 
a S4-year-old former Nazi police 
officer, who is held in remand custody 
at Frankfort. confirmed that dis- 
obedience would. sooner or later, 
have entailed the death of the person 
involved Of course. nobody would 
have been tried by an ordinary court 
because he refused to murder Jews, 


who had successfully prevented a 
moss execution at one place and had 
been left unmolested for the time 
being. but who had been executed 
during a “purge” after the bomb 
attempt on Hitler in 1944,

A literary 


ITH each passing month 
Wi: becomes more and more 
obvious that the Jew has 
become a major figure in American 
cultural life. It isn't only that 
books by American Jews on 
Jewish themes become best-sellers 
(although this is part of the 
phenomenon), but that the Jew is 
making an impact on the mass 
reader as well as on the intellec- 
tual who reads avant garde \litera- 
ture and subscribes to “ Partisan 
Review” or “Commentary.” 
No matter how impressed—or 
depressed-——-we may be over the 


recent “ Commentary ™ issue 
devoted to the symposium in 
which Jewish “intellectuals” 
expressed themselves on Jewish 


matters, only a handful of Ameri- 
cans knew of this symposium. 
The unnamed and uncounted 
masses of readers are ignorant of 
“Commentary.” But they are not 
unaware of the paperback books 
which are published in hundreds of 
thousands. And it is a recent 
development here that leads me to 
believe there has been a tremen- 
dous change in the attitude toward 
the Jew and his problems. 

A book recently appeared in 
paperback which truly brings into 
perspective the acceptance of the 
Jew as an American. It is Meyer 
Levin's brilliant sensitive 
autobiography—*“ In Search.” This 
remarkable work first appeared 
more than decade ago. Had any- 
one predicted im 1950 that some 
day “In Search” would be issued 
for the millions of Americans who 
purchase books at railway stations, 


res urgence 


bus terminals, and what we in 
America call “candy ~stores,” 1 
should have laughed in disbelief. 
Yet “In Search” has made the 
grade. 

It is a deeply Jewish book. In 
it, Meyer Levin, one of America’s 
finest authors, described his own 
search for Jewish identity and 
used as his materials the experi- 
ences of his own life. And what 
were they ? They were completely 
Jewish his life in Palestine in 
the 1920s; his experiences as a

correspondent in Europe imme- 
diately following the Second 
World War and what he saw of 
the refugees; his struggle to win 
attention as a novelist who devoted 
himself to books about Jews, at 
a time when few writers were 
willing to produce novels about 
Jews. He also delineates his inner

Jew, and tries—successfully—to 
wed the two. 

When Levin first wrote his 
book he could not find an 


American publisher. His accounts 
were considered to be too 
“ Jewish,” too parochial, and too 
controversial. Publishers “sat” 
on the manuscript, unable to 
decide whether or not to accept it. 
They recognised its quality but 
doubted its commercial appeal. 
Levin, an impatient man, returned

Arab disunity 


THE Syrian revolt came as a 
surprise im most Arab capitals, 
Cairo included. Nasser uhder- 


estimated its importance at first, 
and sent out an expedition to crush 
it, but its timing, co-ordination. 
and underlying appreciation were 
at fault, as the defeat of the 
Egyptian paratroopers at Latakia 
showed. Nasser had taken the 
cheering crowds in Damascus a 
little too seriously, Arab cheers are 
fickle. he should remember how 
enthusiastically the Egyptian crowd 
used to cheer King Farouk—and 
for that matter, General Neguib. 

A number of Arab States 
hastened to send condolences to 
Nasser. As might have been 
expected, his Moroccan allies were 
the most violent in their condem- 
nation of the revolt, bt now they 
have rather less to say—whether 
because of North African pre- 
occupations or second thoughts is 
difficult to say. the Tunisians, 
Yemenis, and Saudians have 
guardedly supported Nasser, and 
so, rather surprisingly, have the 
Iraqis, inasmuch as it is possible 
to interpret the plethora of diffuse 
statements. The Lebanon, Libya, 
and Sudan are extremely cautious, 
Opinions there being sharply 
divided. Jordan is the only Arab 
State to come out strongly for the 
new régime. 

Judging by recent statements 
Cairo hopes that by isolating the 
new régime politically and econo- 
mically. it can be brought to tts 
knees. It is true that, in the long 
run, Syrian public opinion would 
not stand ostracism, and that with- 
out support. the economy, already 
weakened by three years of 
drought and Egyptian depredation, 
might collapse. 


Nasser is out to ensure this by 
a war of nerves against his fellow- 
Arab States and great 
powers to prevent them recognis- 
ing or aiding the new régime. In 
other words, he still hopes that, 
having failed to bring the Syrians 
to heel by his own efforts, he may 
cajole or blackmail the Arab 
world and great powers into 
As soon as at 


least one of the powers and one 

influential Arab State recognises 

the new Government, the others 

will have to follow suit ; the critical 

period is the next fortnight or so 
* * * 

Nasser is playing for big stakes 
[he past three years’ experience 
shows that the union with Syria 
was a doubtful bargain. Quite 
apart from the difficulties it caused 
in Syria, it frightened all other 
Arab States and forced them to 
resist Nasser’s attempts to gain 
leadership in the Arab world since 
this incréased the danger of even- 


tual annexation. A greater 
measure of effective Arab unity 
would probably have been 


achieved by pressing for agreement 
between sovereign Arab States fo: 
more limited objectives, and this 
would certainly have énhanced 
Nasser’s prestige without making 
him so many enemies. 

As it is, if the Syrians manage to 
hold on, the setback to Nasser's 
own standing in the Arab world 
and Afro-Asian circles is likely to 
be considerable, since he has, in 
effect, staked his career on Syria. 
His Casablanca-bdloc allies realise 
this, hence the agonised messages 
of support from Marshal Tito and 
Modibo Keita, as well the 
Moroccan leaders. 


Isracl has good reason to find 
the development gratifying. It has 
helped deflate the image of a 
Nasser beloved by nearly all 
Arabs. Here we see that after 
three and a half years’ experience 
ef union with Egypt, the Syrians 
were so fed up that a few officers 
were able to dissolve the union 
without any appreciable opposi- 
tion: had there been any real 
support for union in Syria, it 
could not have happened like this. 

The event is und to have 
repercussions on the standing of 
pro-Nasserism in official circles and 
informed public opinion. As 
readers of “ The Times which 
faithfully reflected Whitehall on 
this question—will have realised, 
the “top people” really believed 
that Nasser’s control over Syria 
was unshakable, 


to France and printed the book 
privately. Then he learned -that 
he could not sell it in the United 
States. He had to have a new 
edition published here. A then 
unknown and new publisher, 
Horizon, undertook to issue the 
book. It received good reviews 
and sold slowly. After many 
years 10,000. copies were sold, but 
when Levin became prominent 
again with the publication of 
“Compulsion,” even the Horizon 
publisher was unwilling to reprint 
“In Search,” in lieu of new books 
on his own publishing schedule. 
So here it was--his best book— 
and unavailable for years. Now, 
it is in thousands of shops, in an 
edition of hundreds of thousands, 
and the jacket or cover proclaims 
its subject-matter! A remarkable 
change in ten years! [The book 
was also published in London by 
Vallentine, Mitchell.] 


Overlooked 


But this is only one illustration. 
Another exists in the reissue of 
the works of two Jewish novelisis 
who’ published brilliant books in 
the 1930s and then fell into 
obscurity. One is Daniel Fuchs, 


the other Henry Roth. 


Fuchs wrote three novels in the 
1930s about Jews in Brooklyn. 
They were “Summer in Williams- 
burg” (1934), “Homage to Blen- 
holt ” (1936), and “ Low 
Company (1937). Fuchs then 
“ vanished ” in Hollywood, writing 


mediocre scripts but earning a 
comfortable living. three 
novels, however, had justifiably 


won for him a reputation as one 
of the best writers on American 
Jewish life, although the books 
had been out-of-print for years 
and Fuchs’s name had been over- 
looked in the various literary 
histories and studies issued in the 
last thirty years. 

Now, Basic Books has reissued 
all three novels 
volume, and the “new ™ book is 
gaining critical attention in most 
of the respected book media in the 
United States. The “New York 
Times” Book Review gave pro- 
minent space to a long review of 
the works, and the Reader's Sub- 
scription —one of the high quality 
book clubs-—has selected it as a 
monthly choice. “Time” maga- 
zine, too, praised Fuchs highly 


Startling 


Fven more exciting is the revival 
of interest in Henry Roth, author 
of “Call tt Sleep,” published late 
in 1934, and the focus of critical 
attention for years. Leslie Fiedler, 
Alfred Kazin, and various univer- 
sity professors—as well as the 
present writer—have written about 
“Call It Sleep” in scores of jour- 
nals and have acclaimed it the best 
novel ever written about Jewish life 
in America. It is a book about a 
little boy soon after the turn of 
the century. The boy is a Jew, 
and he and his family live in the 
city jungles of the New York 
slums. How he adjusts to being 
a Jew among antisemitic groups 
in Brooklyn and New York's East 
Side is the basis of the story, in 
addition to his own relationship to 
his beloved mother and brusque, 
harsh father lt was written under 
the influence of Joyce's word 
experimentation, and is a startlingly 
evocative account of a boy's 
awareness of sex, of Jewish cul- 
ture and religion, and of the dif- 


ferences between Judaism and 
Christianity, 
This revived edition also 


contains an appreciation by Meyer 
Levin and a critical essay by 
Maxwell Geismar, one of 
America’s most respected literary 
historians and critics. It, too, has 
been reviewed warmly and appre- 
ciatively by a new generation of 
critics and was also selected by 
the Reader's Subscription. [It will 
appear as a high-priced paperback 
next year, and is being read by 
script-writers for television, radio, 
and films for adaptation oa the 
air or the screen.

CORRESPONDENCE, 
headed “A Nation in 
Danger,” has been raging 
in “The Times” for the past 
fortnight. It began on Septem- 
ber 20 with a letter from Dr. 
Leslie Weatherhead, Minister- 
Emeritus of the City Temple, 
who drew attention to the 
prevalence of sexual promis- 
culty, and argued that this was 
perhaps a greater danger to the 
nation than the possibility of 
nuclear war. Some of the 
statistics he gave were alarming 
(“one bride in six is pregnant 
on her wedding day ~), but there 
is mo evidence that sexual 
promiscuity, or even depravity, 
are of themselves causes of 
national decline. Rome was 
depraved before it fell, but 
there was more to its fall than 
depravity. And was the morality 
of Alaric and the Goths, who 
triumphed over Rome, of a 
higher order ? 

One could quote many 
Prophets in Dr. Weatherhead’s 
support, and especially Ezekiel: 
_ . | will deliver thee into 
the hand of them whom thou 


hatest . . and the nakedness 
of thy harlotries shall be 
uncovered, both thy lewdness 


and thy harlotries. .. In 
essence Dr. Weatherhead is 
right. Excessive indulgence is 
destructive, but it is not so much 
the imdulgence as the excess. 
And he is wrong in picking out 
only one form of excess and 
apportioning to it all the blame.

The “South African Jewish 
Observer” is the organ of the 
Mizrachi in South Africa. Last 
June it commissioned an article 
on the Bible in the West from 
Mr. Raphael Loewe, a former 
Cambridge don, a distinguished 
Hebrew scholar, and an Ortho- 
dox Jew. It gave an early 
date-line and Mr. Loewe sent 
the article by return. Nearly 
two months passed and he 
heard nothing, not even a card 
of acknowledgement.

that it was unsuitable because 
of the views expressed, It 
would appear that the journal 
feared some of his com- 
ments were heretical. It always 
strikes me as scant confidence 
in the firmness of the beliefs of 
one’s supporters if they cannot 
be confronted with a different 
view. And, in any event, apart 
from the censorship question, 
a writer is entitled to expect 
elementary courtesy, particu- 
larly when his article has been 
commissioned.

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MIDDLE EAST TURBULENCE 


HE Syrian Revolution has effected a

The development caught many people —policy 
makers and commentators alike- su prise 
They had consistently overestimated the strength 
of Nassers position in Syria, partly because 
their understanding of Arab affairs still 
deficient, partly out of the wishful thinking that 
Originates in Nasserophilia. This further proof 
of the inadequacy of their understanding of Arab 
aflairs should encourage -a more eeneral 
reappraisal of Brittsh and Western policies 
towards Nasser, the Middle East, and Atro-Asian

There are several programmes which attempt to 
apply religious values to the moral issues of our 
time and in which opportunities should be pre- 
sented for a Jewish contribution to be made 


It would undoubtedly redound to the benefit of the 


nation as a whole if some of the treasures of 
the Jewish heritage were made more widely 
known through these means. Now that the 
initial step has been taken it is to be hoped that 
other leading communal organisations will 
associate themselves with the A.J.A.’s move and 
not. as all too frequently happens, confuse the 
situation by making separate approaches. Since 
it appears from the report, published elsewhere 
in our issue, that no contact has yet been made 
with the commercial networks, it would be to 
the A.J.A.’s credit were it first to consider the 
matter with the Board of Deputies with a view 
to a joint approach, 


This blackmail must be resisted It is no 
business of the West to interfere in Arab affairs, 
and it should be neither for nor against Union, 
which ts a matter for Syria, and Syria alone. 
Furthermore, however much one may sympathise 
with the idea of greater Arab unity. an end no 
one would cavil with, it is doubtful whether the 
United Arab Republic really served this end. On 
the contrary, a good case may be made out to 
show that it placed before other Arab States the 
threat of annexation and eleichywhaltune to a 
largely totalitarian régime which was by no 
means universally acceptable to Arab public 
opinion. There are many other and more impor- 
tant steps to be taken to remove political strife 
and barriers among the Arab nations. but so 
long as Nasser’s drive for hegemony continues 
the Arab world will continve to suller  inter- 
mecine conflict and chronic instability. 


Nor is it true that Union was a barrier to the 
spread of Communism to Syria, as some of the 
dictators apologists have suggested Nasser has 
been the most potent factor in spreading Soviet 
influence through the Middle Fast and Africa: 
this explains the large-scale Soviet aid ‘he has 
received, which the Soviet rulers can hardly be 
expected to have lavished on a 
the spread of Communism.”

Professor 
Ernst Simon and Mr. Moshe Shirett are among 
the d sunguished visitors trom Israel who will 
be speaking in support of the campaign for 
Zionist day schools in Britain In this connec- 
tion, the sponsors frankly state that this is a 
specifically Zionist eflort to make more. widely 
known jin this country their system of “ Israel- 
orientated Jewish education.” But it must be 
remembered that the great majority of British 
Jews still favour the traditional pattern of non- 
Zionist day schools, together with the part-time 
Talmud Torah, synagogue class. and withdrawal 
class. Last. December, when the London Board 
of Jewish Religious Education instituted a 
“Jewish Education Week,” we stressed the need 
for correcting some of the weaknesses of that 
sysiem in order that it might meet present- 
day requirements. In particular, we again 
urged the necessity of adopting the Israeli pro- 
nunciation and of teaching Hebrew as a living 
language. It is unfortunate that our religious 
authorities, despite frequent promises to do so, 
still refuse to settle this Itinguistic question. Their 
regrettable failure to give a decision on_ this 
matter, however, contributes to the justification 
for their separatist action advanced by _ the 
Zionist Federation. The establishment of day 
schools of different trends is not in the real 
interests of Anglo-Jewry. The Day Schools’ 
Council, which appears to be moribund although 
it was set up by the Chief Rabbi not so long 
ago, could usefully be revived to end conflicts in 
this field and to combine all efforts in construct- 
ing a national system, not of Zionist or non- 
Zionist but truly Jewish schools. 


Jews’ Role in S. 


Sir,-——It is with reluctance that we 
find it necessary to comment on the 
article by Rabbi Dr. Louis Rabino- 
witz, “A Rabbi's Duty to Speak 
Out,” in Tar Jewrsn Crronicre of 
September 22. The article may have 
created we 
wish to remove—regarding the atti- 
tude of this Board to the expression 
of views on our country’s racial 
problems by members of the local 
Jewish ministry. 

Dr. Rabinowitz affirms that the 
Board “concedes the right of the 
rabbi to speak” on the “ethical 
aspects of the political situaton 
Later in the paragraph, however, he 
says the “ ‘concession’ is limited by 
the consideration that the rabbi may 
speak-—-providing non-Jews do not 
hear his views,” 

If this is intended as a statement 
of the Board’s position, it is entirely 
unwarranted, and not in conterm:ty 
with the facts. On numerous occa- 
sions leaders of the Board have pub- 
licly affirmed the viewpoint, which 
was thus summarised in the last 
printed report of the Executive 
Council : 

“Specifically im regard to the 
Jewish ministry. the Board has taken 
up the viewpoint that members of 
the Jewish ministry have the right 


and, indeed, the duty of speaking to 


the community on the relevance of 
Jewish religious and ethical principles 
to the problems of today, At the 
same time, the Board has emphasised 
the duty which rests upon all to deal 
with these: important matters in 
moderate and sober linguage. and 
with a due sense of public respon- 
sibility.” 

Rabb; Rabinowitz contrasts views 
expressed by Mr. 1. A. Maisels, QO. 
(now Judge of the High Court of 
Southern Rhodesia), with the attitude 
of other communal leaders, and says : 
“I find mysélf hard put to think of 
a single other individual who plays 
a réle of any importance in the com- 
munity, who would, under present 
circumstances, second such a vicw- 
point.”

HAT is unusual about 
W this letter? Evelyn, aged 

ten, is totally blind and 
for the first time in her life was 
able independently to take part in 
a family Seder night. 

Through the Jewish’ Blind 
Society, Evelyn has been taught to 
read Hebrew braille. She takes 
her Judaism seriously, attending 
synagogue and following the ser- 
vice in her braille prayer-book. 

She has been able to read about 
the history and traditions of her 
people through stories transcribed 
into braille by the Jewish Blind 
Society. 

In 1959 she won a silver cup for 
reading in braille at the National 
Competition. She has a piano, a 
gift from the Jewish Blind Society. 

But her most important achieve- 
ment is that she is a happy child 
in a happy family. Evelyn attends 
a residential school and returns 
home at week-ends. 

Evelyn’s is a happy story, but 
the Jewish Blind Society have 
other children where the home 


circumstances are not so fortunate 
and for whom a wider variety of 
help and assistance must be pro- 
vided to enable them to have a 
place im the community. 


MILESTONE has _ been 
A reached in the history of 

the Jewish Blind Society, 
and it now stands on the thres- 
hold of a new era. 


With this in mind jt has been 
decided to bring to the notice of the 
community the services that the 
Society has rendered to those who 
are unfortunately blind within our 
midst, and also to draw to the 
attention of everyone the activities 
and future programme envisaged 
by the Society in the year to come. 

Even when you have read, as 
1 am sure you will, the whole of 
this supplement, you will only have 
some slight indication of the 
extent of the Society's work. 

The Jewish Blind Society is 
primarily a welfare organisation, 
concerned with the daily problems 
of the sightless and the partially 
sighted. 

Most of these problems are 
human in nature and they must 
be dealt with in a humanitarian 
way. It is the proud boast of the 
Society that it takes adequate and 
expert care of the varied needs 
of all those who apply to it. 

No attempt will be made here 
to deal in detail with the history 
of the Society, but from jts foun- 
dation in 1819 and for the greater 
part of its existence up to the out- 
break of the Second World War, 
it operated as a pension society 
for Jewish blind people. 


Emergency 


With the coming to power of 
Hitler, and the resulting Nazi 
persecution of Jews, the Jewish 
Blind Society, with: the welcome 
assistance of the Royal National 
Institute for the Blind, undertook 
to bring to this country some of 
the Jewish blind from Germany 
and Austria. The Society accepted 
full financial responsibility for 
their maintenance. 

The outbreak of war in 1939 
presented a major problem to the 
Society. It was forced at a week's 
notice to establish its first Home 
for the Jewish Blind. This was 
set up at Bushey in Hertfordshire. 
The majority of the residents were 
blind refugees, sometimes with 
members of their families, while 
others were maintained in their 
own homes. 


Very soon it was clear that this 
Home would have to be extended, 
and some time later the house and 
grounds of Rokefield, near West- 
cott, were purchased. 

Thus began a new chapter in 
the annals of the Society, further 
reference to which appears else- 
where in this supplement. 

It is really since 1946 that the 
Society has expanded annually, at 
an ever-increasing rate. In_ that 
year the expenditure was about 
£9,000; by 1960 it had reached 
£100,000. 

It is estimated that when the 
new projects at present in haod 


are completed, the Society will 
need an annua! income of £150,000 
to £175,000. 

In London and the provinces, 
Aid Committees exist giving all 
their time and energy to raising 
funds to enable the Society to do 
its work. Hundreds of voluntary 
workers also assist the Society in 
various ways. But more help is 
needed, and needed at once, if the 
new plans now envisaged are to 
be completed and brought into 
full operation. More voluntary 
workers and more financial assis- 
tance are required. 

I am certain that this help will 
be forthcoming once the Society's 
work and the need for it are more 
generally realised. 


Pioneer 


The Ministry of Health, and 
other agencies specialising in blind 
welfare, look to the Jewish Blind 
Society as a shining example of 
the manner in which to deal with 
the problems of the sightless. 

An indication of the esteem in 
which the Society is held came 
early this year when the Princess 
Royal, deputising for Princess 
Margaret, opened the Mary 
Alexander Home for Infirm Jewish 
Blind at Whetstone. 

Once again the Society had 
pioneered a new approach in the 
field of blindness. 

This new Home is a pilot scheme 
which is being watched with 
great interest. Its success is 
already assured, and as a result 
a further extension of this work 
can be expected. 

The Princess Royal, in the 
course of her memorable address, 
said: “ The hardship and suffering 
of the blind is a heavy burden for 
anyone to carry—when old age and 
infirmity are added, the burden 
may very well become unbearable. 
I congratulate the Jewish commu-

nity in the way they have set this 
example.” 

Today, 1,300 men, women, and 
children are registered with the 
Society, the majority of whom live 
in their own homes. Much 
thought has been given to the 
special problems relating to those 
who are never likely to become 
residents in the Society's Homes, 
but who are encouraged to remain 
in their own homes as long as 
possible. 

To meet the special needs of a 
large number of them, it is pro- 
posed to build a Day Centre in 
North East London, on a site 
which has already been cleared. 

Many facilities in this Centre 
will be available, such as a braille 
library and reading-room, an 
occupational therapy room, a 
canteen to supply meals at subsi- 
dised prices, a centre for a kosher 
meals-on-wheels service, a model 
kitchen for the training of newly 


blind women in the use of special 
domestic appliances, and all kinds 
of facilities indeed for rehabilita- 
tion and training. 


Needs 
It is the need for this Centre, 
for another ___ residential and 
holiday Home in the North of 


England (at present nearing com- 
pletion at Southport), and for the 
extension of the Home at Whet- 
stone, that has prompted the 
Society to seek the support of the 
community by a major appeal for 
funds to meet capital needs. 

The Society aims to serve those 
of our faith who have the mis- 
fortune to be blind and who need 
its help. The Society in turn 
looks to those who are blessed 
with sight for support which is 
essential if it is to continue its 
work.

HE Jewish Blind Society 

plays an important part in 

the nation-wide system of 
welfare for the blind, Founded in 
1819 as a small pension society, 
its scope of activities was limited 
until the beginning of the Second 
World War. 

Today the Society has on its 
register 1,300 blind and partially 
sighted Jewish men, women, and 
children of all age groups 

It is not often appreciated that 
the majority of the Jewish blind 
live in their own homes, and for 
them the Society has developed a 
wide and varied service of help, 
advice. and assistance. 

There ts, of course, a direct con- 
nection between the Residentral 
Home and the individual living in 
his own accommodation. The 
Society often assists an elderly 
blind person living alone, or with 
a family, for many years, until the 
stage is reached where they can 
no longer manage and are admitted 
to one of the Residential Homes 
However. only 8 per cent live in 
these Homes and the remainder 
include every age group from the 
newly born to centenarians. 

The problems of blindness in the 


young are very dillerent from 
blindness in old people, which 
presents special difficulties. Ther 


powers of adaptation and reaction 
are lessened, and elderly people 
are slow to learn and their attention 
difficult to engage 


Welfare 


Further, blindness in old people 
is often complicated by deafness, 
which tends to cut the older person 
adrift from his environment. 

It is in the effort to resume a 
normal life thai the Welfare Office: 
is the pilot who directs and advises. 
The Jewish Blind Society employs 
ten Welfare Officers in London and 
the southern region and two in the 
provinces, who regularly visit the 
blind and partially sighted m ther 
own homes 


One of them is herself blind, and 
her employment has been a great 
asset, especially in visiting the 
newly blind. Her visits have often 
helped towards a speedy adjust- 
ment to a normal life, enabling 
housewives to understand the use 
of Braille kitchen gadgets. Elderly 
people have been encouraged to 
lead a more active life by the 
example shown by a blind Welfare 
Officer who travels about com- 
pletely alone. 

Braille has been taught to many 
people who felt that the world of 
literature had been closed to them 
with the loss of sight. 


Clubs 


Ihe visit of the Welfare Officer 
who deals with each individual 
problem is only the key to the 
many facilities provided, which it 
would be impossible to describe in 
detail. But the following are a 
few highlights. 

Six weekly clubs in London and 
clubs in Manchester, Leeds, and 
Birmingham provide recreation and 
an atmosphere to combat the 
greatest problem of old age— 
loneliness. Attached to all clubs, 
handicraft classes help blind men 
and women .to live an active and 
sutistving life. 

In one club there is a ballroom 
dancing group (average age 65), 
and in another a dramatic section. 
An additional club for working and 
protessional blind carries out an 
intensive cultural programme. In 
each case, the clubs have their own 
committees. 

In all, 600 people meet weekly 
in the Society's centres. A novelty, 
ihe tape magazine, provides a 
useful link between members 
throughout the country. The band- 
ing together of blind people, far 
from constituting segregation, ts a 
strengthening factor in enabling 
them to take their place in the 
world. 

Ihroughout winter, grants for 
fuel are distributed to more than 


da full

SOO §=péople, and special 
allowances are given for Passover 
and the New Year. 

About 200 people receive regular 
pensions, and there is a clothing 
store [rom which hundreds of gar- 
ments are distributed every year 
and where the applicant is fitted 
in complete privacy. Furniture and 
wireless sets provided by members 
of the community are given to 
people who need them. 

The Society also has a Braille 
circulating library and every effort 
is made to encourage people to 
read Braille. A _ large voluntary 
helpers” scheme incorporates 
approximately 450 helpers, includ- 
ing Youth Groups. They supple- 
ment the work of the Welfare 
Officers and carry out a thousand 
and one jobs, ranging from visits 
to sewing a button or accompany- 
ing a blind person to a club. 

Summer outings and parties 
during the Festivals all add to the 
variety of the programme, and 


‘often constitute carnival days in 


the life of the blind person. 


Placing the able-bodied blind jn 
employment is a most important 
but difficult task. Although this is 
the legislative responsibility of the 
local autherity or special voluntary 
agency, the Jewish Blind Society 
co-operates in this work and, in 
many instances, is successful in 
finding employment in a variety of 
jobs. The successes are often 
people classified as unemployable. 

The North-East London Centre 
will, on completion, — provide 
employment for many blind and 
partially sighted whose handicap 
came itn middle-age—too late for 
them to be retrained in existing 
establishments. The Centre will 
also provide facilities to expand 
every branch of welfare activities. 

The success in helping blind 
people to reorganise their lives ts 
not only important for practical 
reasons but is also vital towards the 
reconstruction of morale. 

With appropriate help and suffi- 
cient determination, the blind man 
or woman can continue to live an 
active and satisfying life,

MEDICINE 


N the past; the close association 

between Judaism and medicine 

has occupied an_ illustrious 
place in Jewish cultural history. 
For many centuries most of our 
leading rabbis, poets, and philoso- 
phers--men like Maimonides, 
Judah Halévy, Abraham Ibn Ezra, 
and Immanuel of Rome—were 
physicians by profession. To this 
day WHalachic literature is richly 
suffused with discussions on medi- 
cal matters 

In the light of these historical 
and literary assets, it is all the more 
surprising that we have not so far 
matched the numerous medico- 
religious manuals produced by 
other faiths, notably the Roman 
Catholic Church, by even a single 
guide-book setting forth in simple 
practical terms the authentic Jewish 
answers to the many moral and 
religious problems raised in 
modern medical and — hospital 
practice. 


Spurious argument 


An argument frequently encoun- 
tered by those who have long 
advocated the application of Jewish 
principles to medicine, especially 
at Jewish hospitals, is: Why not 
leave Inedicine to the doctors? By 
what right can rabbinical writings, 
extending from antiquity to the 
present day, prescribe to doctors 
how to carry out their professional 
work ? The argument is, of course, 
completely spurious. Certainly, 
ludaism does not presume to usurp 
the functions of medicine and its 
practitioners Jewish views are 
strongly opposed to the doctrines 
of those religious systems, such as 
Christian Science, which argue or 


conflict with medical teachings 
No stipulation of Jewish law 
intrudes . into the physician's 


medical prerogatives, provided the 
factors to be considered in his 
decisions are in fact purely medt- 
cal. Judaism does leave medicine 
strictly to the doctors. 

In truth, the reverse js the case. 
Modern medical practices often 
inevitably encroach upon _ the 
domain of religion. Jewish law 
concerns itself with medical 
matters only when patients or 
phyticians concern themselves, as 
they are frequently bound to do, 
with essentially moral or religious 
problems. 


Hippocratic Oath 


So long as the practice of medi- 
cine was rigidly controlled by the 
Oath of Hippocrates, which guided 
medical ethics from ancient times 
up to the present century, the 
occasions for. religious ~~ inter- 
ference” were relatively few. and 
unimportant. The Oath provided 
that the honourable physician 
would limit his art to “ healing the 
sick.” Today the area of medicine 
has extended far beyond this classi- 
cal definition. Artificial insemina- 
tion; for instance, already widely 
practised by many physicians who 
would regard themselves as 
honourable. has nothing to do with 
“healing the sick.” Whether such 
operations can be justified is 
plainly a moral, not a medical, 
issue. 

The Oath further required medi- 
cal graduates to swear that they 
would not perform euthanasia, 
abortions, and, according to some 
interpretations, sterilisations, leav- 
ing such operations “to those who 
make a business thereof.” Today. 
two of these practices, if not all 
three, are commonplace among 
some of the most reputable 
doctors. 

We may use abortions to illus- 
trate our point. the number of 
illegal abortions is so_ great 
(estimated in the United States at 
a million annually, 90 per cent of 
them performed by physicians, 
“many of them of good standing 
in their communities that a 
leading obstetrician recently com- 
plained: “The law makes hypo- 
crites of us

ful it would be to say: “We all 
make a mockery of the law.” 
These two statements, viewing the 
same situation different 
angles, really pin-point the crux of 
the problem at issue here. The 
guestion is: shall the law deter- 
mine the rights of physicians, or 
shall physicians determine the 
rights of the law? 

To the extent that the indica- 
tions for abortions are purely 
medical as defined by the law {i.c., 
the hazards to the mother’s life), 
the decision properly rests with 
physicians, as the sole experts 
competent ‘to pass medical judg- 
ments. But in most cases the 
factors to be considered are much 
more complex. They usually con- 
cern not only medical firdings, but 
also questions of right and wrong. 
Whether abortions are justified, for 
instance, in cases of rape or incest, 
of anticipated psychological distur- 
bances in the mother, or of health 
risks in the child possibly resulting 
from German measles in_ the 
mother during her pregnancy—all 
these are problems beyond the 
professional competence of doctors. 
The real question, therefore, is : by 
what right do physicians set them- 
selves up as arbitrators in matters 
of law, morals, or religion, instead 
of leaving such matters to those 


professionally qualified in these 
disciplines? 

Autopsies 
One other example may be 


instructive: the vexed problem of 
autopsies. We shall not here deal 
with the intrinsic Jewish arguments 
for and against such operations. 
All that concerns us here is to 
determine within whose jurisdiction 
falls the decision whether we have 
a right to utilise the dead in the 
service of medical science. We are 
here contronted, as in so many 
medico-moral problems, with two 
conflicting interests. On the one 
hand, autopsies are needed on an 
extensive scale to promote medical 
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Naimonides—-from an etching by 
Saul Raskin 


progress. a fact which no one dis- 
putes. On the other hand, the 
human body in death as in life is 
endowed with certain imalienable 
rights, rights which Jewish law 
seeks to protect with particular 
wisistence. No consideration, not 
even the advancement of human 
health, can automatically sweep 
aside these rights. 

That the most urgent medical 
considerations, even when they 
might lead to saving countless lives. 
are sometimes set aside in the face 
of the inviolable rights of the 
individual is demonstrated by 
the horror evoked throughout the 
civilised world at the medical 
experimentation on living humans 
in Nazt Germany if we were 
justihed in sacrificing but’ a tew 
individuals on the altar of medt- 
cine—by using them for possibly 
fatal tests—we could no doubt 
amass far more valuable tnforma 
tion, and ultimately save the lives 
of far more people, than by thou- 
sands of autopsies on the dead 
Yet it 1s morally wrong deliberately 
to surrender a single human litle. 
however decrepit, in order to pre- 
serve a million others, and no 
moral person would presume to 
challenge this ruling 


The comparison between human 


vivisection and autopsies is 
admittedly far-fetched in many 
respects. But the one aspect of the 


analogy in which we are here inte- 
rested is perfectly legitimate. In both 
cases there is a conflict between 
medical progress and certain per- 
sonal human rights. In the case of 
the living we take it for granted 
that the individual's claim to life is 
greater than the claims of society 
to medical progress. Whether the 
title of the dead to undisturbed 
rest is aS great as the title of the 
living to life is then merely a 
matter of Comparative value, sub- 
ject again to a moral, not a medi- 
cal, judgment. 

In arbitrating on such an issue. 
a physician is at best like any other 
enlightened layman. At _ best, 
because he is after all an interested 
party, and to leave this judgment 
solely to him would be to turn the 
claimant into his own judge. The 
fact, therefore, that the physician 
is the medical expert concerned 
with autopsies weakens rather than 
supports his demand to decide 
when the rights and integrity of a 
human body may be violated. As 
the technical expert in the field he 
must obviously provide the medical 
evidence in support of his claim, 
but the decision, being of a moral 
nature, logically rests with mora) 
experts. 


Vital decisions 


Regarding these limitations. 
physicians are no different trom 
other professionals. They all 
must surrender some areas within 
their general jurisdiction to the 
superior competence ot others 
Rabbis cannot claim that, as the 
custodians of Jewish law, they 
should have the right to decide 
whether a patient's iliness is grave 
enough to warrant the violation o/ 
the Sabbath to avoid any danger to 


his lite. That decision belongs to 
doctors. Nor can lawyers argue 


that, because the legal field is their 
specialty, the dictates of their 
conscience should determine § the 
laws they administer 

Physicians readily acknowledge 
the right of a country’s official 
law-makers to legislate in medico- 
legal matters. There is no less 
reason for accepting the jurisdic- 
tion of moralists in the solution of 
medico-moral problems 

Every monotheistic religion 
embodies within its philosophy and 
legisiation a system of ethics, a 
definition of moral values. None 
does so with greater precision and 
comprehensiveness than Judaism. 
It emphatically insists that the 
norms of ethical conduct can be 
governed neither by the accepted 
notions of public opinion nor by 
the whims of the individual con- 
science 
Conscience 
Jewish view the human 
conscience meant to entorce 
moral laws, not to make them. 
Right and wrong. good and evil 
are absolute values which transcend 
the capricious variations of time, 
place, and environment, just as 
they defy definition by relation to

human intuition or expediency. 
Ihese valucs. Judaism teaches. 
derive their validity from the 


Divine revelation at Mount Sinai, 
as expounded and developed by 
Sages faithful to, and authorised 
by, its writ. Theirs ts the task and 
prerogative to provide tor Jews 
and Jewish practice -authentic 
answers to all ethical problems tn 
accordance with the principles and 
precedents enshrined in the 
inspired writings of Jewish law 


** Hiegat Abortion as a Public tlealth 
Problem.” by Mary Sicichen Caldcrone,

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ROFESSOR TOYNBEE is a 
prodigy of erudition. He is 
also a prodigy of boldness, 
since erudition alone is clearly 
insuflicient equipment for embark- 
ing on such over-all, synoptic inter- 
pretations as those offered in_ his 
“Study of History.” Toynbee's 
critics, unable to compete with him 
in this combination of virtues, have 
usually done one of two things 
They cither subjected his work to 
detailed scrutiny in the one field 
in which they felt reasonably com- 
petent, or else they examined his 
methodology and logic.

few historians have had to 
endure so much criticism and even 
abuse as Professor Toynbee. As 
a scholar with a scholar’s respect 
for truth, it is only natural that 
he should have tried to learn from 
his critics and to re-examine some 
of his views.

Unreasonable

Curiously 
enough Toynbee quotes most 
extensively from a Jewish writer 
who shares some of his basic con- 
victions, and merely deplores some 
of his more extreme and hence 
misleading formulations.

nately this is not enough for the 
reader interested .in history rather 
than secularised theology 
Instead of the more than 40 paves 
on the “ History and Prospects of 
the Jews “—partly a rehash of 
doubtful and antiquated historical 
commonplaces, and = partly an 
impassioned ideological plea for 
loynbee’s own vision of universal 
religion—a more pedestrian re- 
examination of Toynbee's favourite 
arguments would have been prefer- 
able. Toynbee pleases himself in 
attributing much of the . hostility 
of Jewish critics to the fact that 
his systematisation and  pigeon- 
holing (Judaism as part of the now 
extinct Syriac civilisation) deprives 
Judaism of its uniqueness and Jews 
of their sense of self-importance. 
But this childish manceuvre misses 
the point, which is not whether the 
Jews are chosen, unique, or other- 
wise fit subjects for self-congratula- 
tion. (By the way. a few thousand 
years before Toynbee, Amos 
affirmed the former and strenu- 
ously denied the latter). The real 
point at issue is whether the facts 
of Jewish history fit into any 
particular historical scheme Alas. 
they never do. 


Association of ideas 

Imitating Professor Toynhbee's 
method, one could plausibly argue 
that all great historians necessarily 
get angry at Jewish history because 
it explodes their neat and beautiful 
systems.

Have the Parsees 
lived and preserved their sense of 
unity and of common destiny in 
thousands of communities scattered 
over the whole globe?

liya Ehrenburg is one of the more 
contentious Jewrsh personalities in 
recent history. He has been accused 
in rather shocking terms of acting as 
an “accomplice” im the hquidation 
of Soviet-Jewish writers without, to 
my knowledge. a single shred of 
convincing evidence being produced, 
to support the charge. His behaviour 
during Stalin's anti-Jewish purges was 
not particularly admirable and was 
certainly dictated by considerations of 
self-preservation, but those of us in 
the West who were spared similar 
ordeals are in no position to con- 
demn a man for failing in nerve. 

At the same time, Ehrenburg has 
been a skilful barometer of the Soviet 
climate, an instrument sensitive to the 
conditions necessary for survival, and 
there is a certain disingenuousness 
when he states: “ Many of my con- 
temporaries have found themselves 
under the wheels of time. I have 


survived—not because I was stronger 
; or more far-secing but because there 

are times when the fate of man is 

not like a game of chess played 


according to rule but like a lottery.” 
It would probably be difficult for him 
to be more explicit. but this first 
volume of his autobiography often 
goes as close to the limit about the 
stresses that a Soviet intellectual 
endures as is possible to a man who 
remains leading representative 
fivure of the Soviet Union 
Cultural vitality 

Fhrenbure was an carly advocate 
of the cultural assimilation of Jews 
in Russia, but he has always been 
used by the Soviet leadership to 
express its changing attitude to the 
Jewish problem During the war 
when assistance was required from 
American and Briush Jews, he was 
the urbane travelling ambassador of 
Soviet friendship, talking of the ties

With the onset of the cold war 
when /ionism again became the 
enemy and the idea of an imier- 
national Jewish people abhorrent, his 
speeches and writings denied Jewish 


nationhood, solidarity, experience, 
repudiated Israel, poured contumely 
on Zionists. But in recent years. 


perhaps influenced by the evolution 
of his own feelings, Ehrenburg has 
made oblique admissions of the 
injustice experienced by Jewish cul- 
ture m the USS.R. and Soviet- 
Jewish writers. and when he was 
awarded the Order of Lenin on his 
70th birthday for services to Soviet 
literature, he made a public declara- 
tion of his Jewish loyalty of a dignity 


and that was the more 
moving tor being so rare in Soviet 
history. 


Tenderness 


There is little doubt that, for Soviet 
Jews, Ehrenburg’s chapters of auto 
hiography in ‘ensis and Life” are 
as exciting as his novel, “ The Thaw.” 
was for the general Soviet public in 
1953. It is a long time since Russian- 
Jewish life was so sympathetically 
reflected in their literature, treated 
with tenderness, humour, and free 
dom from the hectoring ideology that 
made it essential for writers to lecture 
their public on the “superstition,” 
“ ignorance,” and “ reactionary 
character™ of traditional Jews. 


When he writes of his own child 
hood in a bourgeois Jewish family 
in Kiev, of his Orthodox grandparents 
and mother, and of his assimilated 
father, there ts affection and respect 
for the old way of life and the dignity 
of its representatives. When he 
writes of pogroms and the massacre 
by the Nazis of 70,000 Jews at Babi 
Yar, the anger is outspeken. One 
must remember that it is many years 
since such themes have been wel 
comed in Soviet literature Their 
frank appearance in Ehrenburg’s 
autobiography may be regarded as a 
sign of the times, for Ehrenburg has 
always been a hairsbreadth ahead of 
Soviet opinion. 


Apart from the special significance 
the book has for Jews, it is by any 
standards an outstanding autobio- 
graphy. The chapter on Paris 
Bohemia during the early years of 
the century are informed by a vivid 
nostalgia for that small world of 
brillant painters, writers. and eccen- 
trics —-Picasso, Modiglhiant, Max 
lacobs. Guillaume Apollinaire, 
octeau, Soutine, etc.—who may well 
have been the last true individualists 
of our time. 


Race problems 


Common Sense about Race, By 
Mason. Gollanc:. 12s. 6d 


This is a thoroughly competent and 
humane study, first of the nature of 
race, then of the extent and menace 
of racial prejudice.

Yechel Dinur, the Polish Jew. now 
im tel Aviv, who came back from 
Auschwitz as Ka-Tzetnik 135633, has 
written yet another book about his all 
but unutterable expenences which, as 
his evidence in the Eichmann trial 
has shown, still hold him captive. 
There 1s physical horror in abun- 
dance, yet like Primo Levi in “ If this 
is a Man” and Bruno Bettelheim in 
“ The Informed Heart,” he is preoccu- 
pied with the Nazi assault on the 
individuality, the integrity, and very 
humanity of the Jewish prisoners ; in 
effect, with the complete spatial dis- 
orientation of moral values which 
occurred in “ the planet Auschwitz.” 

Here. as in his last book, “ The 
House of Dolls,” which described the 
use of Jewish women for compulsory 
prostitution in Auschwitz, the prevail- 
ing theme is sexual exploitation. In 
the fantastic class structure of the 
camp, the commandant occupied the 
top rung of the ladder, the “ mussul- 
man the lowest. In between, a mass 
of individuals, officials, and camplings 
strugeled for survival, Among them 
were the Piepels, young boys fresh 
from Jewish transports, who (tem- 
porarily) cheated the gas chambers by 
attending devotedly to all the material 
and sexual needs of the perverted 
block chiefs. 


Life and death 


Ka-Tzetnik lacks, perhaps, the 
spontincous rush of pure poetry 
found im Primo Levi; but certain 
passages in the book have a dream- 
like. almost hypnotic § tascination 
which stamps him as a writer of 
original distinction, Such scenes as 
the description ol the Selektion, 
viewed through the mind of Hayim 
Idi, have a moving sensitivity which 
compensates for the contrived literary 
“cleverness” which mars some of 
the other sections of the book. Many 
of. the characters—the scheming, 
lovable Hayim-Jdl, the tragic ex- 
singer, Bergson, the saint-like Rabbi 
of Shilev, and the urchin, Mom 
remain in the memory as men who 
never lost the shape of humanity 
From Moni's final desperate attempt 
to escape, and consequent death, 
emanates “the presence of life 
manifest.”

It is revealed that the

the reader in his forties has 
reached his sixties nearly a fifth 
of the total population of the 
country will be “elderly” in that 
sense 

lt is interesting to note that 
courses are being planned in cers 
tain parts of Britam, rather like 
the American system, for people 
about to retire or those already 
retired. The most recent of these 
was one organised by Manchester 
University. and held at Dids- 
bury. Ihe course had three 
main objects: to give information 
on the adjustments to be made in 
the lives of people approaching 
retirement; to show the energetic 
type of person that he or she has 
still a lot to give to the commu- 
nity by means of many voluntary 
services; and to show how to 
spend leisure time. 

Perhaps some group in London 
(like the L.C.C.) would take up 
the idea and go some way to solv- 
ing the problems of large-scale 
retirement in this country, which 
has been described by some autho- 
rities as “a new social pheno- 
menon.”

(with stretch stomach 
panel). 

She thinks there is a need for 
a club which will help to improve 
the baby-waiting time and bring 
young mothers from all over the 
world together. Members are to 
be kept in touch with new develop- 
ments and will have a chance to 
air their grievances, express their 
problems, and make _ inquiries 
through a bulletin which is to be 
sent out regularly. 

The first draft of the bulletin, 
which has come my way, gives some 
examples of the kind of informa- 
tion which will be provided: a 
baby-wear and nursery equipment 
Store which will convert, after the 
baby is born, maternity clothes 
for ordinary wear; and another 
which will store all big items 
bought until baby has arrived.

RAQUEL GAON, aged 16, spent one month in Israel learning Hebrew 
with 30 other members of a Jewish Agency teenage group. She stayed 


in a village and was put up at the local yeshiva. 


The young people 


particularly were thrilled at having English youth with them. 


“ HEN we first arrived in 
Israel our madrichim 
told us that they wanted 

to turn us into sabras—well they had 
a jolly good try, what with carly 
morning exercises and long 
morning exercises and long walks! 
. +» We were introduced to the sabras’ 
most popular’ entertainment—the 
kumzitz, or camp fire. After supper, 
dressed in slacks and strong shoes, 
we would go for a hike in search of 
a suitable place for our fire. Then 
we looked around for twigs and 
branches until we had a large enough 
pile. Paraffin was poured over the 
wood, a match struck, and in no 
time we had a roaring fire, so big 
that despite the darkness we needed 
no other light. 


“What fun it was to sit round in 
a circle, sing songs, tell jokes, and 
eat potatoes roasted in the flames. 
It was at times like these that we felt, 
perhaps, there was a little bit of the 
sabra in us after all! 


Singing on the grass 


“In the mornings we would nor- 
mally have lessons (though they were 
abandoned when we went on long 


walks). They consisted of Jewish 
history, the geography of Israel, 
Hebrew and Israeli songs. The after- 


noons were always devoted to tour- 
ing. Some evenings, if we were not 
too cxhausted. we would visit the 
cinema at a near-by kibbutz, or stay 
at our base to listen to records and 
play games 

“Since we were a religious group, 
the Sabbath was strictly observed. 
Only those who have experienced it 
can know what a wonderful atmo- 
sphere prevails when a large group of 
young people—all clean and smart in 
their crisp white blouses or shirts— 
sit at a Friday-night table to eat. 
talk, and sing Hebrew melodies 
together. After supper we would go 
into the open, sit on the grass and 
sing, while munching the popular 
sunflower seeds which seem to be a 
“must” in Israel on Sabbath. All 
these things served to make my 
Friday nights in Israel something I 
will always remember. “i 


Service for six million

her group visited an exhibition of 
pictures and relics of the reign of 
terror of the Nazis.

First a prayer was said 
over the grave which contained ashes 
of Jews from each of the concentra- 
tion camps, then a cantor sang a 
special kaddish, and the haunting, 
wistful tune echoed sadly round the 
building. Our guide handed us a 
lighted taper and we kindled the 
flame. Soon it was alight, flickering 
and twisting in the darkness, while 
we all stood in silence. 


“I could not help feeling glad I 
had been chosen to light the flame, 
because apart from the honour of 
kindling a flame in the memory of 
six million of our people my own 
grandparents died at the hands of 
the Nazis, and somehow I felt that 
they would be glad if they knew.’

HE Eichmann trial ts over, 

and now the world sits wait- 

ing for the verdict. From what 

you have read of the trial, you 

know how cruelly the Jews were 

treated in Germany and other 

European countries, and how 
millions of them perished. 

In Germany, 27 years ago, there 

lived a group of brave Jewish 


women who foresaw the danger, 


and devoted themselves to saving 
the children. They founded the 
organisation called Children and 
Youth Aliyah and, often at the risk 
of their own lives, brought groups 
of children to safety in Israel—or 
Palestine, as it was then called. 
“Aliya” is a Hebrew word 
which means “ going up” : it gives 
us a picture of Jewish people going 
up to their Promised Land. And 
Children and Youth Aliyah is an 
organisation which takes homeless 
Jewish children to Israel. Some 
of these children are orphans. 
Others have families, but live in 
countries where the Jews are not 
free, and so are sent away by their 
parents so that they can grow up 
as free citizens of the Jewish State. 


Growing up in a village 


The first group of 43 children 
arrived in Palestine 27 years ago, 


and were settled by Henrietta 
Szold, the woman who became 


known as “Mother of Youth 
Aliyah,” in the valley of Jezreel. 
From this small beginning, Chil- 
dren and Youth Aliyah has grown 
to become the greatest child rescue 
movement in history. In its 27 
years it has cared for over 100,000 
Jewish children from 72 different 
countries. Today tt looks after 
12,000 boys and girls in more than 
250 special children’s villages and 
centres spread all over Israel 
When a Youth Aliyah child 
arrives in Isracl, he is sent to a 
village or agricultural school, or 
else joins a group on a kibbutz. 
He will then spend half his day at 
school, taking the same subjects as 


you—though, of course, he will 
also have to ‘learn Hebrew. The 
other half of the day is spent work- 
ing on the land, or training in a 
workshop, where the children are 
taught metal or woodwork, or 
pottery. Some lovely things are 
made by these children, and sold 
all over the world. 


Own radio station . 


After the day’s work is over, the 
children relax and play. They go 
swimming or hiking, and play all 
kinds of sports. Of special interest 
are the orchestras which many of 
them join. One of the children’s 
villages has even set up its own 
little broadcasting station, and they 
all have their own News Sheets. 

When they grow up, most of the 
children stay on the land. But 
others become doctors, nurses, 
teachers, and are found in every 
walk of life. Two Youth Aliyah 
boys became Generals in the Army. 
One of Israel's best painters, 
Yehudah Bacon, who told his own 
story as a witness at the Eichmann 
trial, was also rescued and cared 
for by Youth Aliyah. 

While Henrietta Szold, born 
a century ago, was alive, she used 
to look after all the details of 
caring for and training the children 
herself. Until her last illness, she 
would even got to meet each ship 
that brought her children to Israel. 
And she knew each child by name. 

The “ Mother of Youth Aliyah” 
is now no longer there. But the 
children are still coming home

uring his few months at the 
New, the second Fagin has enter- 
tained numerous Israelis back- 
stage.

And so did Shmuel 
Radensky, leading actor at the 
Habima Theatre, who announced 
that “Oliver!” might be pre- 
sented in Israc!l and that he him- 
self had hopes of playing Fagin.

His Yiddish, however js fluent. 
It was, in fact, in a youthful réle 
in Sholem Aleichem’s “ Schwer Zu 
Sein a Yid” that John Bluthal 
made his stage début at the age 
of 13. Three years earlier, m 
1939, the Bluthal family fled from 
Nazi oppression in Poland and 
found a new home in Australia. 
Young John went to a Yiddish 
school in Melbourne, where he was 
later to become a teacher of 
general subjects and of drama—all 
in Yiddish. Later he took a 
course in drama at Melbourne 
University, and then became an 
stars of the Vilna Theatre. 

During his first period in 
Fngland (from 1949 to 1952) Mr. 
Bluthal visited the Grand Palais, 
and admits to having been 
“shocked” by the productions he 
saw there. “ These half-Yiddish. 
half-English comedies, with their 
bawdy jokes, disappointed me. The 
Yiddish theatre should be cultural.”

The English-speaking side of Mr. 
Bluthal’s career has taken in 
revue, drama, pantomime, variety, 
play production, and radio and 
television work, both in -Australia 
and in this country.

LEEDS—CITY OF 
SONG

In Britain and outside, people are 

apt to look on Leeds as a typical 
industrial city—solid, but a Iittle 
drab, and not exactly synonymous 
with music and the arts. 
It is because he wishes to dispel 
this depressing vision that Mr. 1. Jack 
Lyons, Chairman of this year’s Leeds 
Triennial Music Festival (to be held 
from October 7 to 14), has conceived 
the idea of officially throwing open 
the city to the world. 

Diplomatic representatives of more 
than 20 countries will attend an 
International Gala Performance of 
“Triple Bill,” a combination of 
opera, ballet, and drama, tour fac- 
tories, visit the University, and be 
entertained at a dinner by the Lord 
Mayor of Leeds and the Festival 
Chairman. 

“I want to place the focus on 
industry,” Mr. Lyons (who is himself 
prominent in the Leeds textile trade) 
told me, “and vet at the same time 
show the world that Leeds is also a 
city of culture and the arts.” 

The factory-visits idea is not 
entirely a new one, however. During 
the 1958 Festival (when Mr. Lyons 
was also Chairman) the Queen and 
the Duke of Edinburgh spent two 
days in Leeds and visited two fac- 
tories. The Patron of this year's 
Festival, incidentally, is the Princess 
Royal. (Her son, the Earl of Hare- 
wood, is its Director-General, and was 
responsible, together with Mr. Lyons, 
for compiling the programme of 
events.) The Princess, together with 
Princess Alice of Athlone, hopes to 
attend every Festival event. 


Inaugural service 


Next Sunday, ITV viewers will see 
Mr. Lyons reading a Lesson at the 
Festival's inaugural service, to be held 
at Leeds Parish Church. He has 
selected a passage from 1 Chronicles 
xxix, which—dealing as it does with 
King David, “ the sweet musician of 
Isracl "is appropriate to the occa- 
sion. 

Jewish interest in this year’s Festi- 
val is strong. Jewish artists taking 
part include Artur Rubinstein, 
Emmanuel Hurwitz, and Endre Wolf. 
The young Jewish composer, Alex- 
ander Goehr, son of the late Walter 
Goehr. has been specially commis- 
sioned to write a new work for 
chorus and orchestra. Entitled 
“Sutter's Gold,” and based on the 
theme of a gold rush, it will .have 
its world premiére at the Leeds Town 
Hall on Monday, and will also be 
broadcast by the B.B.C. And on 
Tuesday visitors to the Festival will 
hear the first performance in this 
country of ° ‘ The Dance Round the 
Golden Calf.” from Schoenberg's 

“ Moses und Aron.” 

Mr. Lyons, who is the National 
Vice<hairman of the Joint Pales- 
tine Appeal and a member of the 
New West End Synagogue, has for 
a long time been active in the musical 
sphere.

Ballerina Alicia Markova has been 
selected for an award being made 
to not more than ten illustrious 
women throughout the world. A 
cable from the Los Angeles Commit- 
tee for Bonds for Israel states that 
in association with the Hon. Samuel 
Yorty, Mayor of Los Angeles, the 
Committee was making the award 
“in recognition of your distin- 
guished réle in strengthening inter- 
national relationships with the State 
of Israel.”

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Art Notes 


AN ORIGINAL PAINTER 


There is a generation of younger 
painters who seem to inter-connect 
through a certain image which per- 


vades their lives. It is very difficult 
to recognise the few painters who 
justify the term, particularly when 
they have no wish to let anyone too 
close, since they have no illusions 
about the public's attitude towards 
them. This has often resulted in an 
exaggerated necessity to draw from 
their own personal world. The flavour 
which has been these young men’s 
inspiration is hard to detect. Eventual 
and unavoidable individuality is what 
they strain for, and time, not the all- 
knowing public, will be their judgc. 

Painting is in an unusually serious 
predicament. The world of fashion 
and commerce has completely over- 
run art. 

In this state of affairs it is not 
difficult to understand why Peter 
Hobbs, Robert Law, and Anthony 
Benjamin, now showing at the Rawin- 
sky and A.LA. Galleries are unavoid- 
ably concerned with their own 
individual, highly complex, and par- 
ticular worlds. Peter Hobbs could 
be the most important young painter 
to arrive since the war. He is com- 
pletely original, his work has an 


importance and depth which is unmis- 
takable in any real talent, and his 
influence on other painters has hardly 
been admitted. 
Hobbs’s concerns 
much further than inting. His 
sculpture is inseparable from his 
other work, in the sense that the three- 
dimensional images that he uses are 
interchangeable with the paintings 
and drawings, each element appear- 
ing in all three media. His develop- 
ment of environmental drawings 
closely related to his architectural 
interests have also become an inte- 
grated part of his main theme. It is 
perhaps only very occasionally that 
a talent as large im scope, as capable 
in technique and as passionate in 
spirit is encountered. 
Perhaps the final testin

ground for 


any painter is time, although even 
this is inextricably tied up with 
people. Van Gogh at the National 


Gallery this week is a spirit who has 
stood this test, his stature even 
increasing in time. Most of the 
Impressionist work in this collection 
is surprisingly meaningless now that 
the excitement about French painting 
is beginning to wear off. On the 
other hand, the Monets and Renoirs 
are even slightly futile if considered 
in terms of our own time.

EFFICIENCY MEANS 
BIGGER PROFITS 


By our City Editor 


Almost every report from a big 
industrial group tells of clipped profit 
margins. In some cases this is said 
to be quite severe, making consider- 
able inroads into the amount avail- 
able for dividends. In others, how- 
ever, the Boards have been able to 
offset the effect to a large extent and, 
while the factor is present, it is not 
a drastically adverse one. 

The simple counter to the lower 
margin lies in a higher turnover. The 
more a company sells, the lower can 
be the “turn” for the same profit 
total. Investors who wisely heed this 
factor will have seen how companies 
like Marks and Spencer and Tesco 
have been able to keep profits moving 
ahead by selling more and by increas- 
ing administration efficiency. 

It is often, however, the smaller 
knit company which is more success- 
ful in offsetting this factor than the 
big giant industrial group. For that 
reason a share such as Sheffield Twist 
is probably less vulnerable than 
Vickers, for example. 

A leading broking firm lists a few 
shares where it holds the profit 
margin factor is of. lesser import and 
includes in its selection Bluebird 
Investments. Butlins, and Avana 
Bakeries.

history of the Jews, but then these 
parallels have to be found and 
justified. 

However, Professor Toynbee 1s 
blithely unconcerned with such 
trifles. As the spokesman of an 
ideology, and as a  mussionary 
preaching a new religion, he looks 
at Judaism with the eyes of a 
ludicrously dated nineteenth-cen- 
tury emancipation rabbi. Preach- 
ing universalism and hating all 
forms of narrow nationalism, he 
attacks Zionism, possibly rightly, 
but with all the wrong reasons and 
particularly with all the standard 
arguments of—Arab chauvinism! 
Whatever one thinks about 
Zionism or even about Judaism as 
a whole, Toynbee’s arguments, 
even in their “reconsidered” 
form, do not fall within the pro- 
vince of science but in the category 


which Neopositivists would call the 
“hums and haws” of anti-Jewish 
affect. Toynbee is certainly no 
antisemite in the current, disreput- 
able sense of the word. But he is 
the last link in a long chain of 
“respectable,” intellectual, and 
academic antagonism to the Jews, 
and Professor N. Rotenstreich has 
already drawn attention, some years 
ago, to Toynbee’s ancestry in this 
matter (Ignatius of Antioch, 
Augustin, Marcion, Kant, Hegel, 
Bruno Bauer, Harnack, etc.). For 
aught I know Toynbee’s antipathy 
may be justified. But the fact that 
he mistakes his “ hums and haws ” 
for solid arguments does not 
plead in favour of the historian.

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PRO-ARAB REPORT FOR U.N. 


Refugee director’s criticism 


From our Own Correspondent 


New York 

In the most biased pro-Arab report 
since the establishment of 
inrwa, the director of the organisa- 
tion. Mr. John H. Davis, declared 
n Wednesday that the Arab refugees 
bad a right to repatnmation or com- 
ensation. He added that only failure 
implement Article of the 1948 
fesolution (presumably by Israel) 
stood in the way of a solution of the 
Arab refugee problem. 


While in previous years, the 

irector’s report had quoted Article 

I in full, this year he only alludes 
to it. quoting certain demands out of 
their context. In fact, although the 
Article poses the alternatives § of 
fepatriation of compensation for the 
Arab refugees. it also. gives equal 
prominence to attempts to settle the 
Arabs in the countries where they 
how reside and stresses the need for 
peace negotiations between Israel and 
the Arab countries 

In his report, Mr. Davis states that 
the Arab. refugees have since 1948 
been subject to “ frustration, uncer- 
tainty. disappointment, and hardship.” 
He adds that they have lost. their 
c= respect and their chance of 
ecomimng scil-supporting. 

The host countries are unable to 
absorb the refugees, Dr. Davis states, 
although he adds that those persons 
with skills had found jobs 
enough in Arab States. 

The report speaks of “a million 
Arab refugees.” although jit also 
admits that uo does not know how 
Many refugees there are, since deaths 
are hardly ever reported, and per- 


sons other than refugees get their 
names entered on the Unrwa relief 
rolls. Israeli sources estimate the 
number of Arab refugees to be no 
more than a quarter of the number 
claimed by the Arab countries. The 
figure of a million refugees was first 
advanced at the U.N. by Saudi 
Arabia's Ahmed Shukairy in a dema- 
gogic speech, and has since been 
accepted as gospel by Mr. Davis and 
his predecessors, none of whom have 
been able to fake an actual census of 
the number of refugees. This is 
because the Arab’ countries will not 
let them do.so. 

Mr. Davis's report is diametrically 
opposed to the Hammarskjoeld report 
of two years ago which indicated that 
the Arab refugee problem could .be 
solved within the sphere of the Arab 
States, provided that these countries 
entered into economic co-operation 
with Israel. 

A foretaste of the debate on the 
Arab refugees in the U.N. General 
Assembly was provided at the U.N 
on’ Tuesday when Mr Ahmed 
Shakairy, the Saud: Arabian Ministe: 
of State and the Vice-President of the 
Arab League, took the rostrum in the 
debate here. 

Speaking in impeccable English, 
Mr. Shukairy mocked the West's 
“crocodile tears” over the fate of 
Berlin's inhabitants, “ whose hard- 
ships are multiplied a thousand times 
in Palestine, although the Western 
Powers are silent and indifferent.

the four parties had jointly evaded 
questions of future policy and the 
distribution of portfolios. they had 
each raised these issues in separate 
discussions with the Mapai negotia 
ting committee.

This 
purty’s leaders are becoming even 
more impatient than Mapai's leader- 
ship over the endless negotiations that 
appear to be leading nowhere. 
Rumour has it that a secret agreement 
has been reached by Mapai and the 
although the Religious Party's 
leaders emphatically deny this. The 
National Religious Party is the only 
one of the four parties that makes 
no e¢flort to hide its desire to stay 
in a Mapai Government, although its 
participation would barely ensure a 
Government majority in the Knesset. 

li is felt that the Liberal Party may 
well modify its terms tor participa- 
ron, atthough once this becomes 
oparent to the left-wing parties, they 
too may relax the stiff conditions that 
the, wdvaneced as a condition for their 
participation in a coaltron, 

All of the four parties seem to be 
wreed that Ministerial Committee 
for Detence Questions must be set up, 
break Mapai s hold on all defence 
questions and to curb the one-party 
control exerted jointly by Mr. Ben- 
Giurion and Mr, Shimon Peres, the 
Deputy Minister of Defence.

Antisemitic play dropped

There will be no public antisemitic 
displays in the smal! Bavarian town 
of Deggendorf this year to celebrate 
the killing of the Jewish population 
there more than six centuries ago 
(in September, 1337), according to 
assuranees received from Catholic 
Church leaders in Bavaria. and 
Bavarian State Government officials 

Performance of an anti-Jewish 
play, written by a Benedictine monk. 
to mark the anniversary of — the 
massacre has been forbidden. and a 
booklet written by a monk im 1879. 
which was re-edited last vear. has. 
according to infermed circles. been 
served and. destroyed 

On September 30. 1337. the 
Christian population murdered all 
Jews living in the town and plundered 
their homes. Later, it was claimed 
that the Jews had desecrated the 
local Catholic Church and had used 
thorns, hammers. and awls to destroy 
the holy shrine and ritual instruments. 

lo commemorate this alleged sacri- 
lege and its brutal consequences 
twelve tableaux were put up in the 
church during the fifteenth century, 
which can still be seen today. They 
illustrate the massacre and contain 
strongly antisemitic inscriptions, One 


says: “The Jews were murdered 
and exterminated by the Christians 
out of their just zeal, thus pleasing 
God. May God free our Fatherland 
of this hellish vermin for ever.” The 
instruments alleged to have been used 
by the Jews for the desecration are 
also displayed in the church 

In 1879 a monk, Benedikt Braun 
mueller, wrote «a booklet the 
Deggendorfer CGinadenbuechlein 
which contained a detailed account 
of the alleged events This booklet 
was re-edited and published only | st 
year. 

In 1926 another Catholic monk. 
Gallus Ritter, wrote a play on the 
events of 1337, which he culled 
“Spiel Vom Ghadenwunder von 
Degeendorf-——Das Heilige Mirakel.” 
[he play is strongly antisemitic 

For many years during the first 
week of October the Catholic popu- 
lation of Deggendorf has celebrated 
the events of 1337 during what is 
called “ Mirakel-Fest” (Feast of the 
Miracle). 

To enhance this year's “ attractive- 
ness’ of the feast the local. news 
paper, Deggendorfer Zeitung.” sug 
gested the performance of the anti- 
semitic play of 1926. 

Several newspapers, including a 
Cathohe and Protestant papers 
sharply attacked the origins and 
character of the feast. 


students held a protest meeting and 
demanded an explanation for the 
ban on Mr. Brenner by the Minister 
of Immigration.
